S ome special Mother’s Day cards 
this year will benefit Lyon-Mar- 
tin Women’s Health Services, a 
non-profit community clinic that start¬ 
ed in 1979 as a lesbian clinic and then 
evolved into a safe place for all women 
to receive quality healthcare, including 
comprehensive HIV services. 

The cards are part of the new 
Brothers for Sisters campaign created 
by the men of Lyon-Martin’s advisory 
and planning committee. The men 
who participate honor a woman in 
their lives by making a donation to the 
clinic, which serves over 4,000 women 
each year; honorees receive a certifi¬ 
cate acknowledging the contribution. 

The group’s brochure states: “We men 
have seen first-hand what illness can do 
to a person ... to a community. 

“Women have fought 
alongside us for equality, for 
dignity, and now for our 
lives. Today... the erosion 
of our healthcare system 
has caused women to pay 
a disproportionate share of 
the price. ... Lyon-Martin 
Women’s Health Services is doing 
what it can to reverse that trend.”

Ryan White reauthorized

F inal details of reauthorization of the 
Ryan White CARE Act for five years 
were worked out in a House-Senate 
conference on Wednesday, May 1. The mea¬ 
sure breezed through final passage in both 
chambers by the end of the week. 

The House and Senate had passed sub¬ 
stantially similar bills last year but efforts to 


reconcile those differences had dragged on, 
much to the frustration of the AIDS com¬ 
munity. 

The most publicly contentious issue was 
mandatory testing of newborn infants for 
HIV infection. The House was for it, the 
Senate against. AIDS experts argued that 
forced testing of infants would compromise 
the medical privacy of the mother, as that 
was the only possible mode of transmission. 
Furthermore, testing at birth reveals only 


the antibodies of the mother. A substantial 
portion of infants who test positive at birth 
will test negative 18 months later when their 
own immune system is more fully devel¬ 
oped. 

The core of the final compromise was 
put forward by Senator Nancy Kassebaum 
(R-Kansas). It provides states with $10 mil¬ 
lion in incentives to counsel and provide 
voluntary HIV testing for pregnant moth-

grams. 

Lesbians have a higher 
rate of breast cancer than av¬ 
erage, and so do Bay Area 
women in general, so it is es¬ 
pecially important for Bay 
Area lesbians to get regular 
examinations. 

“It is estimated that over 
925 Bay Area women will die 
of breast cancer in 1996, many 
because they do not take ad¬ 
vantage of tests such as mam¬ 
mograms that can detect breast 
cancer in its early stages when 
it’s best treated,” said Anne 
Zukoski, of the Contra Costa Breast Cancer 
Partnership.

ng Risk of 
“Catching” Cavities 

Gum disease has received top billing as the oral disease of the decade, but 
cavities are still the number one cause of tooth loss in the United States and 
most other countries around the world.

ACT UP/GG wants SF 
to make crypto-free 
water available

CT UP/Golden Gate has 
I asked San Francisco Mayor 
Jr I Willie Brown to provide safe 
drinking water to visitors and pa¬ 
tients at all public health facilities, 
city offices, and jails and prisons. 

Bottled water is free of the 
Cryptosporidium parasites that 
have been found in the water sup¬ 
ply by the Department of Public 
Health. 

The parasites, commonly 
called “crypto,” can cause illness in 
people with healthy immune sys¬ 
tems, but the problem is much 
more serious - and sometimes 
fatal - for people with compro¬ 
mised immune systems. 

The health department issued 
a statement in January that the 
city’s water does contain crypto, 
and that its “presence ... at any 
level cannot be considered safe.” 

The mayor’s office responded 
to ACT UP/Golden Gate’s re¬ 
quest, saying it is “consistent with 
the mayor’s concern about the 
health issue and the water issue.” 
The city will investigate whether 
it is “something they can do with¬ 
in the constraints of the pro¬ 
gram,” according to Brown 
spokesperson P.J. Johnston, and 
also “how to get the ball rolling.” 

Dean Goodwin, special assis¬ 
tant to the mayor and liaison to 
the gay, lesbian, and transgender 
community, also works on health 
issues and is in contact with ACT 
UP about the request, according 
to the mayor’s office. 

According to ACT UP/Golden 
Gate, “Cryptosporidium are par¬ 
asites than can be spread by cont¬ 
aminated food and water, pets, 
and unsafe sex. In 1993, water¬ 
borne Cryptosporidium sickened 
403,000 Milwaukee residents and 
killed more than 100 people, 
many with HIV/AIDS. In healthy 
people, Cryptosporidium infec¬ 
tion can cause several weeks of di¬ 
arrhea and flu-like symptoms. 
However, for people with weak¬ 
ened immune systems, Cryp¬ 
tosporidium infection is much 
more severe and persistent, and 
for those with less than 180 CD4 
count, often fatal. There is no ap¬ 
proved cure or effective treatment 


for Cryptosporidium infection.” 

314,000 gallons for 
administrators 

ACT UP/GG estimates San 
Francisco spends $149,000 a year 
on bottled water, most of which is 
used by administrative employees 
and is not available to visitors to 
city healthcare facilities, offices, or 
jails. Documents obtained under 
the California Public Records Act 
revealed that both the San Fran¬ 
cisco Water Department and the 
Department of Public Health re¬ 
ceive bottled water under the 
city’s contract. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate mem¬ 
ber Don Narbone observed the 
irony of the city water depart¬ 
ment’s officials saying the water 
was safe, “But now we find that 
these same officials don’t even 
drink tap water in their own ad¬ 
ministrative offices.” 

Stephen LeBlanc, another 
member of the group, said, “Avail¬ 
able evidence suggests people 
with AIDS are at risk from Cryp¬ 
tosporidium in San Francisco’s 
tap water. The city shouldn’t be 
buying 314,000 gallons of crypto- 
free bottled water for city admin¬ 


istrators while denying it to peo¬ 
ple with AIDS and other immune 
disorders at city facilities.” 

McKesson Water Products last 
month donated 3,840 gallons of 
Alhambra water to Project Open 
Hand, to be delivered along with 
the meals POH provides to peo¬ 
ple with symptomatic HIV and 
AIDS. The donation was at the re¬ 
quest of Carole Migden, who at 
the time was a San Francisco su¬ 
pervisor and is now a member of 
the California Assembly. 

LeBlanc said ACT UP will ask 
McKesson to go further than pro¬ 
viding a year’s supply of water to 
recipients of Project Open Hand. 
“We would like to see them create 
a compassionate access program 
so that people with AIDS can af¬ 
ford to get bottled water ... so 
that people with AIDS can be cus¬ 
tomers at a discounted rate,” 
LeBlanc said. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate member 
Rob Sabados commented, “The 
city’s inability to provide crypto- 
free drinking water forces people 
with AIDS to buy water from com¬ 
panies [like McKesson]. It only 
seems fair that they give something 
back to our community.” ▼ 


National group confirms 
crypto danger in SF

A special report by the National Association of People With 
AIDS on the problem of Cryptosporidium in tap water found 
San Francisco to be at high risk for the deadly parasite, the 
group announced Thursday, May 2. 

Although San Francisco was not listed among the six cities con¬ 
sidered to be at “extreme risk” of an outbreak, it is among 22 cities 
nationwide in danger of a major public outbreak. The study exam¬ 
ined 31 of the largest metropolitan water districts in the country. 

The report contained statistics on the frequency of testing the 
water supply in the cities studied, and stressed the importance of 
frequent testing to ensure early detection of the parasite in order to 
provide adequate warning of the danger. San Francisco tests its 
water monthly, according to the report. 

Cryptosporidium, a microscopic parasite found in feces, is one 
of an increasing number of pathogens found in public water sup¬ 
plies, the NAPWA report said. Others include e. colt , giardia, and 
cyclospora, all of which are health hazards. T

Merchants demand 
what is Fair for Castro

he Merchants of Upper 
Market & Castro proposed 
during a Thursday, May 9 
meeting with the Castro Street 
Fair board of directors that 
Michael Miracle be added to the 
board as a neighborhood business 

representative. 

Miracle, a representative from 
Walgreens on Castro Street, was 
suggested at a meeting called by 
MUM&C to discuss a variety of 
issues concerning the planned 
October 6 fair, including the mer¬ 
chants’ demand that the fair 
board provide complete financial 
disclosure and turn back at least 
15 percent of profits to the com¬ 
munity. 

The CSF board has been under 
fire for some time by community 
activists and the merchants group. 
It was recently revealed that con¬ 
troversial fair producer Rick Slick 
took home more than $140,000 in 
profits over the last eight-year pe¬ 
riod. 

“It isn’t much as an aggregate 


sum, until you realize that it’s be¬ 
tween 40 and 50 percent of the 
fair’s income,” said MUM&C 
board member Gerald Abbott. 
“Yes, that’s a lot of money. He’s 
getting most of the income of the 
fair, and he’s the primary benefi¬ 
ciary.” 

Abbott’s comments were con¬ 
firmed by a Bay Area Reporter re¬ 
view of eight years of CSF state 
and federal tax statements, from 
1987 to 1994. 

The tax statements also flatly 
contradict CSF Board member 
Pablo Heising’s previous com¬ 
ments that a 1994 payment of 
$35,900 to Slick was a lump sum 
payment for nine years of services 
rendered since the fair began. 
Slick has failed to return repeated 
calls from the Bay Area Reporter. 

According to Abbott, the mer¬ 
chants group is willing to set aside 
the issue of Slick’s past compen¬ 
sation and move forward. Howev¬ 
er, he said, the merchants group 
would oppose the issuance of per¬ 
mits for the annual fair, which 
draws hundred of thousands to 
the Castro, unless the CSF board 


shows progress in addressing 
community concerns. 

MUM&C Vice President 
Patrick Batt of Mercury Mail 
Order told the Bay Area Reporter 
the group’s previous statements 
that it wanted 15 percent of the 
profit returned to the community 
“were arbitrary.” 

“What we are concerned about 
is money going back into the 
community. We want some con¬ 
crete demonstrations,” he said. 

Batt also expressed concern 
that the average person attending 
the fair had no idea of the com¬ 
munity concerns about the annu¬ 
al event. 

“They have no idea what is 
going on. We’re not against the 
fair. Our concern is that the fair 
gives back to the community,” he 
said. 

The merchant’s group expects 
a response from the CSF fair 
board before the Thursday, May 
23 meeting of the city permit bu¬ 
reaucracy - or it will oppose the 
issuance of permits for the event, 
said MUM&C president Barry 
Hermanson. ▼ 


East Bay AIDS group to 
host health fair Saturday 

Event promises education and pony rides

he AIDS Project of the East 
Bay (APEB) will be holding 
its first “Spring Street 
Health Fair” this Saturday, May 11 
in Oakland with a variety of ac¬ 
tivities for both children and 
adults. 

The health fair will take place 
from noon to 5:00 p.m. in front of 
the AIDS Project’s offices, located 
at 651 20th Street in Oakland, be¬ 
tween Martin Luther King Jr. Way 
and Castro Street. 

Activities will include free 
HIV/AIDS testing, education and 
prevention services, information 


and referrals, entertainment, free 
food, and pony rides. There is no 
charge for the event. 

The goal of the fair, according 
to Robert Daniel of APEB, is to 
promote health education for the 
community at large. He said the 
event is a collaboration of several 
health agencies in the 
Oakland/Alameda area. 

“This is an essential compo¬ 
nent of the prevention services 
that we consider to be paramount 
in the fight against the continued 
spread of the AIDS epidemic in 
Oakland,” Daniel said in a state¬ 
ment. 

APEB, a non-profit agency, is 
the largest HIV/AIDS service 


provider in Alameda County. 
APEB provides culturally effective 
community education and pre¬ 
vention programs, case manage¬ 
ment services to persons with 
HIV and a comprehensive emo¬ 
tional and practical support pro¬ 
gram, Daniel noted. 

APEB is the only major orga¬ 
nization in Alameda County that 
provides services to everyone on 
the HIV continuum, from initial 
infection to full blown AIDS, he 
added. ▼

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Milk Club aims to 
eliminate gay baiting

A nti-gay campaign strategies 
- and the political consul¬ 
tants who use such strategies 
to get Democratic candidates elect¬ 
ed in California - will be barred if a 
resolution by the Harvey Milk De¬ 
mocratic Club is adopted by the 
state Democratic Party. 

The resolution was released to 
all Democratic delegates on April 
13, and will be heard in July at a 
meeting of the state party’s execu¬ 
tive board. 

The San Francisco County De¬ 
mocratic Central Committee is 
expected to adopt the resolution 
at a June meeting. 

The measure is an attempt to 
stop campaign consultants from 
using gay-baiting and anti-gay at¬ 
tacks on their candidate’s oppo¬ 


nents, said Jeff Sheehy, president 
of the Harvey Milk Lesbian, Gay 
and Bisexual Democratic Club. 

“The candidates come and go, 
but if the tactic wins, the consul¬ 
tant puts it into their bag of tricks 
and will pull it out in the next 
campaign,” Sheehy told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “This is a way to 
punish those consultants who use 
such tactics.” 

The resolution specifically tar¬ 
gets political campaign consultant 
Phil Giarrizzo, who worked for 
San Jose Democratic candidate 
David Cortese, and consultant Jeff 
Adler, who worked for Long 
Beach Democratic Assembly can¬ 
didate Laura Ann Richardson. 

Giarrizzo’s campaign for 
Cortese attacked opponent Ken 
Yeager as “anti-family” simply be¬ 
cause he is gay. 

Adler’s campaign for Richard¬ 


son bashed one of her opponents 
as promoting “a radical gay rights 
agenda,” simply because she was a 
lesbian. 

A campaign consultant for 
failed San Mateo County Board of 
Supervisor candidate Janet Foga¬ 
rty resigned earlier this year, 
rather than be associated with an 
anti-gay attack on opponent 
Mary Griffin. 

Griffin was the subject of an at¬ 
tack by Fogarty merely because 
Sheehy was her campaign manager. 

The resolution condemns the 
tactics and declares that the state 
political party will not support 
candidates who use such cam¬ 
paigns - or who use either Adler’s 
or Giarrizzo’s campaign consult¬ 
ing firms in their campaigns. 

The Milk Club measure also 
censures the use of sexist and 
racist campaign strategies. ▼

Activists mobilize against 
limits on AIDS education

he state Assembly educa- 
| tion committee has passed 
a bill introduced by Assem¬ 
blyman Steven Baldwin that 
would force all public school stu¬ 
dents to get parental permission 
before they could learn how to 
protect themselves from HIV. As¬ 
sembly Bill 2248, co-authored by 
state Senator Quentin Kopp, now 
awaits review by the appropria¬ 
tions committee. 

Under the current system, par¬ 
ents whose children are enrolled 
in California public schools must 
provide school districts with a 
written note to exempt pupils 
from receiving AIDS prevention 
instruction. AB 2248 would re¬ 
verse that requirement by making 
parents first provide written per¬ 
mission for their child before the 
student receives any life-saving 
HIV prevention information. 

Under the bill’s provisions, any 
school district found violating 
this policy by providing AIDS 
prevention instruction to stu¬ 
dents without parental authoriza¬ 
tion will face financial penalties. 
Public school teachers who an¬ 
swer questions about HIV trans¬ 
mission or who provide safe sex 
information to students will lose 


their instruction certification and 
face job termination. 

Conservative lawmakers say 
the bill will give parents more 
control in deciding what type of 
AIDS prevention instruction, if 
any, their children should receive. 
AIDS activists, however, charac¬ 
terize it as a mean-spirited, ho¬ 
mophobic attack on life-saving 
information designed to reach a 
population at high risk for HIV 
infection. 

Members of ACT UP/San 
Francisco are urging the gay, les¬ 
bian, and AIDS communities to 
come together to defeat the bill. 
They hope many AB 2248 oppo¬ 
nents will attend the San Francis¬ 
co School Board’s next meeting, 
at 7 p.m. on Tuesday, May 14 at 
Everett Middle School, located at 
450 Church Street. 

‘Compelling need for 
education' 

The activist group says AB 
2248 is “nothing short of geno¬ 
cide against the nation’s young,” 
and cites statistics from the March 
1996 White House report Youth 
and HIV/AIDS: An American 
Agenda to prove their point. Ac¬ 
cording to that study, half of all 
new HIV infections in the U.S. 
occur among young people under 
the age of 25. One-quarter of new 


infections occurs among people 
between the ages of 13 and 21. 

Based on current trends, those 
figures predict an average HIV in¬ 
fection rate of two young people 
every hour of every day. The re¬ 
port concludes by stating that 
“there is a compelling need for 
comprehensive school-based HIV 
prevention education,” and cau¬ 
tions school districts not to “pre¬ 
clude discussions of subjects such 
as intercourse, homosexuality and 
bisexuality, and condom use.” 

ACT UP/San Francisco mem¬ 
ber Kevin Parker warned that is 
exactly what Baldwin’s bill would 
do. “AB 2248 is Republican-creat¬ 
ed and Christian-supported exer¬ 
cise in murder,” he said. “It’s un¬ 
believable that in 1996, when 
AIDS is the number one killer of 
young people, California’s law¬ 
makers are erecting obstacles to 
prevent vital information from 
reaching students whose lives are 
in peril. We are determined to 
stop this bill by any means neces¬ 
sary.” ▼ 


People who want to get their

en of San Francisco’s more 
celebrated gardens will be 
on display to the general 
public Sunday, May 19 in the “Ten 
Prize Gardens” program - a self- 
guided tour to raise money for 
AIDS prevention. 

This is the third year of the 
tour, which in past years has 
raised over $20,000 for the STOP 
AIDS Project and HIV prevention 
efforts. According to Victor Yool 
and Ted Kipping, co-chairs of the 
tour, this year’s award-winning 


gardens have been featured in 
books, in magazines, and on tele¬ 
vision. 

Enthusiasts who make a do¬ 
nation to STOP AIDS will be able 
to view gardens by Harland 
Hand, Lon Shapiro, and Keith 
Cahoon, most of which are small 
city gardens enhanced with inge¬ 
nious spatial design with “inter¬ 
esting and unusual” garden ac¬ 
cents.

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Lesbian named to 
oversee SF cops

ongtime lesbian civil rights 
attorney Mary Dunlap was 
named by the San Francis¬ 
co Police Commission on Tues¬ 
day, May 7 as the director of the 
troubled police watchdog Office 
of Citizen Complaints. 

Dunlap’s appointment caps 
what may the most tumultuous 
week of the agency’s 14-year his¬ 
tory, with the surprise resigna¬ 
tion of OCC staff attorney Bruce 
Kapsack on May 1 and the forced 
resignation of OCC director 
Lance Bayer on May 7. 

Dunlap told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the role of OCC di¬ 
rector was a “quasi-judicial advo¬ 
cacy job,” and different from pre¬ 
vious visible activist roles. 

“I’m not in the infantry any¬ 
more,” she said. 

And although she said she 
was “wary of firebrands,” Dunlap 
said she wanted to make it clear 
the agency would be accessible to 
all citizens, including homeless 
citizens, “who believe that they 
can’t get relief and don’t know 
that they have access” to the 
OCC. 

John Keker, president of the 
commission, said that Dunlap 
had agreed that there would be 
no delay in prosecuting pending 
cases, including the cases against 
the officer involved in the Aaron 
Williams case and the 1994 New 
Year’s raid of an AIDS benefit at 
938 Harrison Street. 

The commission is already re¬ 
viewing recommendations for 
Kapsack’s post. 

Commission vice president, 
African-American lesbian ac¬ 
tivist Pat Norman, lauded Dun¬ 
lap’s appointment. 

“Mary Dunlap is an extreme¬ 
ly capable person. The mayor is 
really excited about this and 
we’re all looking forward to mak¬ 
ing the Brown administration an . 
administration of diversity and 
vision,” she said. 

Norman said that Kapsack’s 
resignation had nothing to do 
with Bayer’s departure. 

“He resigned for reasons of 
his own that didn’t have anything 
to do with Mr. Bayer’s resigna¬ 
tion,” she said. 

Kapsack, a one-time applicant 
for Bayer’s job, quit with a public 
denunciation of Bayer and accu¬ 
sations that the embattled direc¬ 
tor sided with police over civilian 
complainants and viewed the 
watchdog agency as a “manage¬ 
ment tool” of the police depart¬ 
ment. 

Kapsack left the agency to 
manage the criminal defense sec¬ 
tion of a South Bay law firm. 

Bayer told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that he “categorically de¬ 
nied” all of Kapsack’s claims. 

Dunlap, a recovering alco¬ 
holic who spoke eloquently of 
her 11 years of sobriety, said her 
virtual disappearance from the 
public eye - and the press - over 
the last six years was part of her 
“process of recovery.” 

A working artist and print- 
maker with a studio in Bayview, 
Dunlap laughed off jibes that 
she’d spent her hiatus doing 
“flower arrangements,” and 
pointed out that she remains a 
professor at Hastings College of 
the Law and a variety of other 
legal institutions, including Stan¬ 
ford. 

Dunlap is a founding member 


of Equal Rights Advocates, well 
known in the lesbian and gay 
legal community for her defense 
of the Gay Olympics case before 
the United State Supreme Court 
in 1987, and successful appellate 
challenges to anti-gay immigra¬ 
tion laws. 

She was also a chief litigator 
in Davis v. City and County of San 
Francisco, an ongoing class action 
suit on behalf of African-Ameri¬ 
can firefighters who were victims 
of racial harassment and women 
denied employment. A co-plain- 
tiff in the suit is newly-appointed 
SF Fire Chief Robert Demmons. 

“This change is concurrent 
with Mayor Brown’s desire to put 
his own stamp on city govern¬ 
ment by appointing his own de¬ 
partment heads,” Keker said. 

According to Keker, Bayer had 
promised his full cooperation 
and assistance to Dunlap, who 
takes over the post Monday, May 
13. T

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A bad Barr bill 


H s the B.A.R. went to press this week - 
I? ' why do these things always happen on 

1 Wednesdays? - we learned that Re¬ 
publicans introduced a bill entitled “the De¬ 
fense of Marriage Act” before the House of 
Representatives May 8. Benign names like 
that now warn that something malignant 
may lurk just below the surface - and it 
does. 

The bill, introduced by Robert Barr of 
Georgia, responds to the possibility of 
Hawaiian gender-neutral marriage 
laws by defining marriage as a v 
“legal union between one man 
and one woman.” Not only 
would Barr’s bill “codify un- 
precedented federal-level blanket „ 
discrimination against lesbian and 
gay couples,” according to Evan Wolfson 
of the Lambda Legal Defense and Edu¬ 
cation Fund, it would also be 
the first time the federal gov¬ 
ernment has ever seen fit to 
involve itself in marriage law. 

By now most gays and lesbians are all too 
aware of the ironies: people who claim to be 
acting in the name of Love sell hate; those 
who say we are incapable of holding long¬ 
term relationships do their utmost to make 
it literally impossible for us; and as Super¬ 
visor Susan Leal put it, the party that claims 
to want “states’ rights” and less government 
interference is turning its back on its stated 
principles. 

But ironic or not, seeing the problem is 
only the beginning. Now we have to make 
the rest of the country see it, too, and then 
organize a committed fight for our rights. 

And that only sounds difficult to those 
who want it to sound difficult. 

The truth is, fighting for survival is in¬ 
nate in humans, and as natural as breath¬ 
ing. It’s not reacting to attacks like these that 
is as difficult as holding your breath. With 
so much at stake - people in Washington 
with no real idea of the gay community are 



toying with our future -it would be unnat¬ 
ural for America’s lesbians and gays to allow 
that to happen unchallenged. 

Optimism abounds this spring, from 
what we hear - it’s certainly much evident 
in the two guest editorials on this page, and 
in recent conversations. Suddenly people 
have reawakened to the truth that helping 
to change life for the better is really less dif¬ 
ficult than not helping. 

So in that spirit, we encourage everyone 
to get involved on this issue in a positive 
way, even those who firmly believe they 
will never take advantage of same-sex 
marriage when it eventually becomes 
available. In the absence of any other 
outlet, write a letter with your 
thoughts on gender-neutral marriage, 
with a happy disposition but a firm 
point of view. Then send a copy to 
Representative Barr at “The 
Honorable Richard Barr; Unit¬ 
ed States House of Representa¬ 
tives; Washington DC 20515.” 
Then send a copy to Newt Gingrich at the 
same address, and perhaps a copy to a gay 
or lesbian friend, just to encourage them to 
take that step as well. 

And that is how things begin to change. 
One or two postage stamps at a time. 

Speaking of optimism, and fighting ad¬ 
versity, the latest statistics on breast cancer 
are in, and are somewhat - but only slight¬ 
ly - encouraging: the death rate has fallen 
among American women as a group, but it’s 
actually worse for black women. 

There’s an emphasis on breast cancer 
awareness for Mother’s Day, so we must re¬ 
mind readers that the disease is the single 
worst health problem among Bay Area les¬ 
bians today. Statistically, lesbians, African- 
American women, and women in the Bay 
Area (especially in Hunter’s Point) are at in¬ 
creased risk. 

Black Bay Area lesbians must be espe-

dally vigilant about getting regular exami¬ 
nations, because early intervention is no less 
important with breast cancer than AIDS, 
but this message is for everyone: you are not 
immune. That includes men. Check your¬ 
self. And if anything feels suspicious, get 
medical attention. 

One last thing: when the Supreme Court 
makes its decision on that other heinous bit 
of codified discrimination, Amendment 2, 
the community will meet in U.N. Plaza for 
a 6:30 p.m. rally. Nobody knows what the 
decision will be or when it will be handed 
down (or at least, they’re not telling) but it 
will probably be on a Monday, unless it’s the 
Tuesday after Memorial Day. 

Whatever is decided, we’ll see you 
there. ▼

§ n almost every respect, the 104th Con¬ 
gress has been incredibly disappointing 
I in terms of the legislative and rhetorical 
attacks on gays, lesbians, and people with 
HIV/AIDS. These past two years have seen 
unrelenting attacks on gay and lesbian 
teenagers, people with AIDS who depend 
upon Medicaid, and couples seeking to be¬ 
come domestic partners. It has been ap¬ 
palling. 

Because of this, I want to commend 
the outstanding victories recently won to 
repeal the ban on HIV-positive men and 
women serving in the U.S. military and to 
reauthorize the Ryan White CARE Act. It 
was an incredible victory to overturn the 


spiteful, mean-spirited legislation by 
Congressman Bob Dornan of Orange 
County. 

Despite the agenda of the Republican 
Congress, organizations such as the 
Human Rights Campaign, NGLTF, 

AIDS Action Council, ACLU, 
NAPWA and others persevered for 
these hard fought victories. Not 
only has the CARE Act been ex¬ 
tended, it also includes an addi¬ 
tional $80 million in needed funds 
for drug assistance and 
AIDS programs. It is es¬ 
pecially important that 
$52 million has been ap¬ 
proved for the AIDS Drug Assistance Pro¬ 
grams. This provides access to the newly ap¬ 
proved 3TC and the hope of soon-to-be- 


approved protease inhibitors, which may 
prolong and increase the quality of life for 
many persons. 

President Clinton provided leadership 
to reverse the ban and extend the CARE 
Act, but national gay and lesbian groups 
have truly come of age by winning these 
tough battles. We will certainly 
face future attacks from the likes 
of Bob Dornan and Jesse Helms, 
so it is vital that we commend 
and assist these outstanding na¬ 
tional groups that need 
our continued support. 

For now, let us con¬ 
gratulate them on a job 
well done. But in the future, let us remem¬ 
ber these current deeds with our financial 
and moral support. ▼

Not ‘tender-minded nonsense’ 

I was angered by the Guest Opinion “/ do! Or do I?” 
by Ursula Enters Copely (4/25 issue). Ms. Copely ca¬ 
sually labels (but does not identify) the many basic 
rights bestowed by marriage as “tender-minded non¬ 
sense.” Her ignorance of the rights that many lesbian 
and gay couples need and are without demonstrates 
that our community needs to be educated in this re¬ 
gard so that individuals can make an informed choice 
seeing beyond the simple marriage issue. 

Ms. Copely states that the Constitution doesn’t 
confer privileges on matrimony. Well, it may not, but 
Federal, State and local governments do. Some of 
these rights I personally have wanted in the past, or I 
want them now. My heterosexual peers have the abil¬ 
ity to exercise them, but I do not. Let me elaborate: 

Health coverage for a spouse. Having lost two 
partners to AIDS, watching them suffer while waiting 
in long lines for second class medical care, has made 
me realize how much better off many of us and our 
partners would be if we could obtain this benefit 
through marriage and employment. 

Immigration rights. Ever fall in love and want to 
live with someone from another country? Unless they 
have unusual skills, or an immediate family member 
who is a U.S. citizen, then forget it. If you’re really 
lucky they may be from one of the very few (seven) 
countries in the world open-minded enough to rec¬ 
ognize same-gender relationships, and then you can 
move there! My heterosexual friends and peers can 
simply go to City Hall, get married and boom - in¬ 
stant immigration rights, in fact the most privileged 
of all immigration rights. 

Adoption, custody, visitation and child support. 
You can be sure married heterosexual couples 
have an easier time adopting than gay and 
I lesbian couples. What if you don’t choose 
to adopt, but have your child by natural 
means? Try to get custody rights or child 
support from your estranged parenting 
partner. Good luck in court! 

Alimony/palimony. Imagine sup¬ 
porting someone in a significant way (fi¬ 
nancial or otherwise) while they are 
studying or in a high-level career. Your re¬ 
lationship then ends in an unfair financial situation. 
As a member of an unmarried same-gender couple, 
your efforts to obtain financial restitution through the 
courts would far exceed those a heterosexual counter¬ 
part must go through in a divorce proceeding, and the 
results obtained would likely pale in comparison. 

Social Security benefits. Did you know that if you 
are the spouse of someone who has met the pay-in 
requirements of Social Security you are entitled to 
survivor benefits? This is a tax benefit you pay for. It’s 
withheld from your every paycheck! People don’t 
seem to realize there are elderly lesbian and gay cou¬ 
ples, but there are! Without marriage rights lesbian 
and gay couples will never have this benefit that mar¬ 
ried heterosexuals take so easily for granted. 

Ms. Copely’s narrow focus on following or not fol¬ 
lowing social conventions was disappointing and un¬ 
educated. Who cares! The fact is equal marriage rights 
would entitle same-gender couples many rights un¬ 
obtainable any other way. I’ve simply listed the most 
obvious rights that we gays and lesbians do not have. 
I’m sure that under scrutiny there are many more, in 
regard to taxation, real property, etc. Conventional or 
not, personally I want them, and as a taxpayer I pay 
for them. And even if you don’t want them, you 
should have the right to make that choice, period. 

I was glad to see that after her discourse on con¬ 
ventionality Ms. Copely finally returned to the real 
issue and stated that those who insist on getting legal¬ 
ly married should be able to do so. However, I consid¬ 
er it a dangerous disservice to our community to 
naively label such rights as “tender-minded nonsense.”

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Questioning GLAAD philosophy 

[The following letter was sent to GLAAD/SFBA:} 

I’d like to express my view on some of the issues 
raised in your recent Advisory to Our Members con¬ 
cerning relations with the GLAAD national organi¬ 
zation. And I particularly question that part of your 
philosophy which leads you to believe that your mis¬ 
sion includes the need to “out” well-known person¬ 
ages who would otherwise prefer to be left alone. 

Last month I saw an article in the Bay Area Reporter 
in which a GLAAD/SFBA representative attempted to 
explain why he felt it important to invade the priva¬ 
cy of Lily Tomlin and force her to publicly declare her 
personal sexual preference. My reaction was one of 
great dismay. This month that same argument has 
been repeated in the current issue of the local GLAAD 
Update. I fail to understand how you can justify such 
evil activities, and I abhor your actions in this regard. 
It is my opinion GLAAD/SFBA has absolutely no 
business invading the personal privacy rights of oth¬ 
ers just for the purpose of forcing them to give up 
those rights. I feel that individuals who wish to re¬ 
main “closeted” or undeclared in response to ques¬ 
tions about their personal sexual preferences have 
every right to remain silent and free from criticism 
regarding such decisions on their part. We needn’t 
measure our progress as a community by the num¬ 
bers over whom we’ve trampled in our pursuit of 
truthful reporting vis-a-vis the lifestyles of gays and 
lesbians everywhere. 

In reviewing your dispute with the National 
GLAAD organization, I suggest it’s your own per¬ 
spective that first needs to be examined. In that re¬ 
gard, I feel it’s particularly unfortunate that your 
Board of Directors and staff seem to be populated by 
individuals whose views appear to represent the more 
radical positions from within our community. Since 
you seem to be lacking a voice of reason and perhaps 
compassion in your deliberations, I suppose we are 
fortunate the National GLAAD organization is 
presently questioning your actions. Perhaps you 
should attempt to recruit a few calm, rational and 
possibly wiser individuals to join your management 
group, so GLAAD/SFBA can more truly reflect the di¬ 
versity of views that exists within our community. 

I sincerely hope that you cease badgering Lily 
Tomlin, Ellen DeGeneres, and others; and that you 
drop that ridiculous “Hold the ‘silent celebrities' ac¬ 
countable” tag line you put forth in your last newslet¬ 
ter. We can achieve our objectives of truth and liber¬ 
ation without hurting or involving those among us 
who prefer to remain silent. To act otherwise opens 
us to the same charges of bigotry we often find preva¬ 
lent among various other segments of our society. 

Finally, I wish to apologize for responding to you 
so harshly. From what I’ve seen during the past few 
years, the GLAAD/SFBA group has done excellent 
work in furthering the cause of truth and honesty in 
reporting about the lifestyles of gays and lesbians. 
However, you simply must place at the top of your list 
the importance of not hurting others. Ruthless disre¬ 
gard for the personal rights of others will only serve 
to lengthen the time it will take for us to secure equal¬ 
ity of treatment and general respect from the greater 
society in which we all live.

Duesberg (is a) pro 

I’m near the end of reading Inventing The AIDS 
Virus by Peter Duesberg. The book is well document¬ 
ed, referenced and bibliographed and reads like a sci¬ 
ence fiction, mystery novel. 

I understand that Mr. Duesberg has been consid¬ 
ered a thorn in a lot of people’s sides with his 
HIV/AIDS hypothesis, however, if anyone has ever 
had any questions concerning HIV/AIDS, this is the 
book to read. The clarity and knowledge with which 
he writes is simply astounding! 

I would suggest glancing at his book starting from 
chapter five. The appendixes (where approximately 
every other paragraph is referenced) is a quick read 
and basically a summary of the entire book. Page 324 
of chapter nine reinforced my opinion of AZT usage. 
He reprinted a copy of the original prescription label 
from a bottle of AZT (100 mg.) which has a picture of 
a skull and crossbones, warning: TOXIC Toxic by in¬ 
halation, in contact with skin and if swallowed. Target 
organ(s): Blood Bone marrow. If you feel unwell, seek med¬ 
ical advice (show the label where possible). Wear suitable 
protective clothing. 

Many other authors have also written about the 
HIV/AIDS hypothesis, making serious inquiries and 
questioning the authenticity of studies previously 
done. They are as follows: Lauritsen, Poison by Pre¬ 
scription: The AZT Story, AIDS War: Propaganda, Profit & 
Genocide, Death Rush: Poppers & AIDS, Root-Bernstein; 
Rethinking AIDS, Cantwell, AIDS: Mystery & Solution, 
Robert E. Willner, MD, PhD, Deadly Deception, Mike 
Fumento, The Myth of Heterosexual AIDS, Bruce Nuss- 
baum, Good Intentions, Cindy Patton; Inventing AIDS, 
and Elinor Burkett, The Gravest Show on Earth. 

I have compared myself to other HIV-positive per¬ 
sons who have been taking anti-retrovirals (as well as 
other AIDS medications) for a prolonged period of 
time and are very sick, even though their t-cells were 


significantly higher and viral load much lower than 
mine. 

I started correlating (by time approximations) my 
decline in t-cells with medications that I have been 
on. The first decline happened when I was on the gp- 
120 vaccine study (San Francisco General Hospital) 
at the end of 1993. The subsequent declines that fol¬ 
lowed correlate as equally with medications that I was 
put on prophylactically for possible AIDS-related ill¬ 
nesses (i.e. AZT, Sulfa drugs, Dapsone, Testosteronet 
and most currently Pentamidine inhaler, etc.) as well 
as non-AIDS illnesses (i.e. flu, hepatitis B, sinus in¬ 
fections, giardia, influx problems, etc.) being treated 
with antibiotics, nasal sprays, Prednisone, Zantac and 
so on. 

As for the viral load testing, is this test “virus spe¬ 
cific” or does it indicate all viral particles, dead and/or 
alive within one’s body? Duesberg indicates in his 
book the one reason for the sensitive polymerase 
chain reaction test (Inventing the AIDS Virus, pp. 180, 
252-253) being developed (for tracing HIV virus par¬ 
ticles) was because there wasn’t enough virus, if any, 
showing up in regular blood draws to indicate infec¬ 
tion with the HIV virus. 

I want to stress to you that I am sharing my inter¬ 
est in this area with you as a professional person, 
HIV-positive patient and amateur reporter.

close friends and family members, I would like to re¬ 
spond to Lee Heller’s homophobic and absurd letter, 
“Duesberg, Pro,” printed in the 4/25 B.A.R. My re¬ 
sponse is simply, bullshit! 

Clearly Ms. Heller is unfamiliar or does not care 
about Duesberg’s anti-gay leanings. And her “pro¬ 
gressive” ideology has absolutely no basis in reality. 
HIV was not “made up” by American doctors. Not 
that I’m a great fan of this country’s medical estab¬ 
lishment, being a long-time, left-wing activist/radi¬ 
cal. The HIV Virus was identified by scientist/doctors 
in France, and the scientific community world-wide 
is working on trying to find the solution to this dis¬ 
ease. Please don’t even try to tell me that we are sneak¬ 
ing into the laboratories of all these countries and 
planting teeny little plastic microbes to fool everyone 
so our blood-sucking pharmaceutical companies can 
make money. 

Drug use has dramatically affected the course of 
this disease, probably by causing it to mutate via the

I hate to tell you, Ms. Thing, 
but y’all better take a look at the figures for cancer- 
related deaths - they still are far above the HlV-relat- 
ed deaths.

> |p he GOP is running scared 
- these days, as was recently 
i shown by the revelations 
that some of their Congressional 
members appear to be up to some 
dirty tricks again. Representatives 
Bob Walker of Pennsylvania and 
Jim Nussle of Iowa circulated a 
memo in April “on behalf of the 
House Leadership,” asking col¬ 
leagues to dig up dirt on President 
Bill Clinton, presumably for use 
in the next election.

The plan blew up when the 
memo was leaked last week. The 
House ethics manual stipulates 
that House employees are pub¬ 
lic servants, paid with 
funds from the U.S. Trea¬ 
sury - “They must per¬ 
form official duties com¬ 
mensurate with the 
compensation they re¬ 
ceive ... employees 
are not paid to per¬ 
form non-offi¬ 
cial, personal, 
or campaign 
duties on be¬ 
half of a Member or anyone else,” 
it clearly says - and it seems the 
anti-Clinton information was to 
be sent to House Republican 
leader Dick Armey’s aide Vir¬ 
ginia Thomas. (She, for scandal 
fans, is the wife of Supreme Court 
Justice Clarence Thomas; Armey 
is the guy who called Barney 
Frank “Barney Fag”) 

So what does that prove, ex¬ 
cept that the Thomas house must 
be the least hospitable home in 
the entire Washington area? Just 
that Republicans know they’re 
going to have to stoop - and low 
- to conquer. Not only will they

In-party fighting is the last 
thing Bob Dole needs as he heads 
into the San Diego August con¬ 
vention. These public disputes 
among top Republicans are a sure 
indication that the GOP is in 
trouble. 

Bay Buchanan, sister of the 
fiery Pat Buchanan, warned 
Dole and the Republicans that all 
hell would break loose in San 
Diego if Buchanan is denied top 
television billing (read: prime 
time) and “any change 
whatsoever” is made in 
the longtime Republi¬ 
can stance against 
abortion. With Bob 
Dole having sewed 
up the GOP nomina¬

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CDC releases first 
lesbian HIV report

~ he Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention (CDC) 
has just published the first 
government report on lesbian 
HIV issues. It includes 25 recom¬ 
mendations, reflecting the current 
knowledge of the impact of the 
disease on women who have sex 
with women. 

The publication, entitled “Re¬ 
port on Lesbian HIV Issues Meet¬ 
ing,” is the culmination of a policy 
meeting.among several local com¬ 
munity-based and national health 
organizations, held at the CDC 
over a year ago, in April 1995. 

According to a statement from 
the San Francisco-based National 
Center for Lesbian Rights, the re¬ 
port marks the first time the feder¬ 
al government has issued a report 
focusing on lesbian HIV issues. For 
15 years of the HIV epidemic, the 
issue of lesbians and FIIV has been 
ignored, misunderstood, and de¬ 
nied, NCLR lesbian health consul¬ 
tant Marj Plumb stated - particu¬ 
larly by the federal health depart¬ 
ment, but also by many in the gay 
and lesbian community. 

“There is research to suggest 
that lesbian and bisexual drug in¬ 
jectors may actually be more like¬ 
ly than other female drug injec¬ 
tors to be infected with HIV, 
and/or engage in high-risk drug 
injecting behaviors or high-risk 
sex with men,” Plumb stated. “At 
the same time, there is no credible 
research on the epidemiology or 
biology of risk of female-to-fe- 
male sexual transmission. This 
void dangerously leaves lesbian 
and bisexual women infected with 
HIV without safer sex guidance.” 

The newly issued report con¬ 
tains four categories: research, 
surveillance, communications 
and publications, and further 
meetings. 

“The release of this report is 
good news,” Plumb added. 
“Hopefully, it is just the first step' 
in an ongoing federal response to 
this health issue.” 

Past, future discussed 

The CDC organized the 1995 
meeting to convene lesbian HIV 
experts, community advocates, 
and CDC staff to review what was 
currently known about ways les¬ 
bians and bisexual women be¬ 
come infected with HIV. Addi¬ 
tionally, the meeting provided a 
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forum to discuss the effectiveness 
of past prevention efforts and to 
begin assisting the CDC in formu¬ 
lating a plan of action for future 
research and program funding. 

Several organizing efforts led to 
the meeting, including a letter-writ¬ 
ing campaign organized in 1994 by 
NCLR, the Lesbian AIDS Project, 
the Women’s AIDS Network, and 
the Gay and Lesbian Medical Asso¬ 
ciation. Concern had also been ex¬ 
pressed about the issue from with¬ 
in the CDC, Plumb noted. 

Plumb and Amber Hollibaugh 
of the New York-based Lesbian 
AIDS Project opened the two-day 
meeting with a slide presentation 
that explored the four major areas 
of transmission for lesbians and 
bisexual women: needle sharing, 
unprotected sex with men, un¬ 
protected sex with women, and 
insemination. 

The meeting was facilitated by 
Eileen Hansen, public policy di¬ 
rector for the Women’s AIDS Net¬ 
work in San Francisco. Eighteen 
women from the community were 
invited to attend, based on their 
expertise in epidemiology, behav¬ 
ioral science, lesbian health issues, 
and women’s health. Plumb stated 
that despite strong efforts by sev¬ 
eral community-based organizers, 
only one self-identified lesbian 
with HIV was included. 

Among other items, those who 
attended the meeting recommend¬ 
ed the CDC develop and prioritize 
research for this population and 
provide how-to guidelines for 
healthcare providers conducting 
sensitive sexual histories and com¬ 
pleting HIV surveillance forms, so 
that lesbian and bisexual women 
can begin to be counted. 

The meeting also recommend¬ 
ed that all CDC treatment guide¬ 
lines, including those not related 
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to HIV, be reviewed for heterosex¬ 
ual bias. ▼

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hristine Hawes profiled 
outspoken San Francisco 

. 5 activist Michael Petrelis for 
the Sarasota Herald-Tribune April 
20. Petrelis was in Florida to de¬ 
liver a speech on gay men’s sex 
and health at the University of 
South Florida/New College. 

Although relatively brief, 
Hawes’s article is a good read that 
also manages to avoid the hetero¬ 
sexist pitfalls commonly found in 
such features. No homophobic 
bigots are quoted for “balance,” 
and homosexuality, anal sex, and 
other issues are not treated as es¬ 
sential controversies. 

Thus, Hawes manages to cap¬ 
ture the particular passion (“I’m 
HIV-infected and I will die of 
AIDS. I will not die of my inabili¬ 
ty to get married in front of a 
priest”) and personal philosophy 
(“The activism I’ve embraced, 
while abrasive at some times, is 
good because I push the envelope 
for all of us”) that motivate Pe- 
trelis’s current work. 

In effectively representing a dis¬ 
tinctive voice in the queer com¬ 
munity, Hawes’ column con¬ 
tributes to the broader goals of fair, 
accurate, and diverse reporting.

Some of our best Friends 
... aren’t 

With Friends as her focus, TV 
critic Elaine Showalter challenges 
the networks to “grow up” - and 
finally create lead characters that 
are undeniably gay. Her brief but 
refreshing commentary appears 
in the May 6 issue of People mag¬ 
azine (“Picks & Pans: Tube”). 

According to Showalter, 
Friends has maintained “a run¬ 
ning joke” about the sexual orien¬ 
tation of Chandler, one of the sit¬ 
com’s central characters, played by 
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Matthew Perry. This theme has 
been a staple ever since the series 
debuted in 1994, and Showalter 
cites several examples: 

“Women think [Chandler] is 
gay and, when he and roommate 
Joey (Matt LeBlanc) take baby Ben 
for a walk, assume they are a cou¬ 
ple. A female coworker of Chan¬ 
dler’s tries to set him up with a 
guy; even spacey Phoebe (Lisa 
Kudrow) has described him as 
having ‘homosexual hair.’ When 
Chandler grew forlorn after 
Joey moved, his gloom 
fueled media specula¬ 
tion about his coming 
out (Joey has since 
moved back).” 

Yet, even as they are 
encouraged in fiction, 
these rumors are de¬ 
nied in fact. “For their 
part, the show’s cre¬ 
ators insist that Chandler is not gay, 
arid that’s that,” Showalter writes. “I 
guess we are not going to see the 
Friends episode called ‘The One 
Where Chandler Comes Out.’” 

Chandler’s unabated hetero¬ 
sexuality could be “fair enough,” 
Showalter reasons. After all, “com¬ 
ing out is not a lifestyle choice, 
like turning vegetarian. And much 
of the recent societal buzz is about 
stereotypes: Exactly what is ho¬ 
mosexual hair? Don’t straight 
men miss old roommates, too? 

“Besides,” Showalter adds, 
“Friends is way beyond the homo- 
phobic leering of a ’70’s sitcom 
such as Three’s Company .” 

Nevertheless, as Showalter sug¬ 
gests, Friends also betrays a bane¬ 
ful double-standard in Holly¬ 
wood. The male lead is instinc¬ 
tively reserved for “heterosexual 
heartthrobs,” while homosexual 
characters are segregated to sup¬ 
porting roles. 

Showalter concludes: “Viewers 
today rightly resist cliches about 
sexual identity, but we’re also 
more willing (if Friends would 
dare us) to accept the notion that 
even comic favorites can make 
discoveries about themselves. Gay 
characters have come a long way 
on prime time, but producers 
seem unwilling to make them lead 
characters. It is time to grow up. If 
Chandler got a life to match his 
hair, I’d still be there for him.” 

Because lesbian and gay char¬ 
acters have been so rare, even sup¬ 
porting roles represent significant 
shifts in the sitcosmos. But there 
is still a long way to go. Restrict¬ 
ing queer folk to the back of the 
cast is simply not good enough... 
especially amongst friends. 



Showalter's commentary, 
though brief, is a welcome chal¬ 
lenge to the diminished expecta¬ 
tions of too many TV creators, 
critics and consumers.

Boycott backfires 

Kay Longcope, editor of the 
lesbian/gay Texas Triangle news¬ 
paper, reports that a fundamen¬ 
talist boycott targeting her adver¬ 
tisers has apparently backfired.

And recently, Roberts’s radio 
program was canceled by host sta¬ 
tion KIXL-AM, a member of the 
Christian Broadcasting Network. 

“For four months, Wyatt 
Roberts has tried to drive us out 
of business,” Longcope said. “But 
come next week, he’ll be off the 
airwaves and we’ll still be publish¬ 
ing. Ironic, isn’t it?”

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Merger ...or takeover? 

Who's GLAAD in 
San Francisco now?

T he San Francisco Bay Area 
chapter of Gay and Lesbian 
Alliance Against Defama¬ 
tion has been the victim of a 
takeover by the national office of 
the group, former GLAAD/SFBA 
Board Chair A1 Kielwasser 
charged on May 6. 

The local chapter was incorpo¬ 
rated as an independent, non¬ 
profit agency in 1988, but the four 
members of the six-member 
board who met Thursday, May 2 
voted unanimously to approve a 
resolution dissolving the corpora¬ 
tion, according to board treasurer 
David Nelson. 

Ironically, Kielwasser had 
called the meeting, but was un¬ 
able to attend because he missed 
his ride to the session. Board co¬ 
chair Bonnie Haley also failed to 
attend. 

Nelson said the merger deci¬ 
sion was formalized after two ex- 
officio marathon five- and six- 
hour-long meetings with national 
GLAAD representatives and 
members of the local corpora¬ 
tion’s board. 

“It’s going to be exciting,” said 
local activist and national 
GLAAD board member Ken 
Bukowski, the executive director 
of Lavender Youth Recreation and 
Information Center and former 
president of the Harvey Milk Les¬ 
bian, Gay and Bisexual Democra¬ 
tic Club, who was present at both 
meetings. 

“San Francisco will become a 
GLAAD media center,” Bukowski 
said. “It will give the volunteers 
the opportunity to work on pro¬ 
jects like media monitoring and 
response, instead of worrying 
about the day-to-day manage¬ 
ment of an office or how they’re 
going to pay the phone bill.” 

Although GLAAD/SFBA is¬ 
sued a press release saying the 
move was made in “order to coor¬ 
dinate resources and expertise 
with other activists around the 
country, increase the influence 
and reach of the activist work and 
expand programming,” Kielwass¬ 
er bluntly called the statement “a 
complete lie.” 

He charged that 
GLAAD/SFBA takeover is part of 
“a plan for shutting down 
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GLAAD chapters across the coun¬ 
try” and blasted executive director 
William Waybourne’s recent reor¬ 
ganization of the national agency. 

‘Continue to flounder’ 

The May 2 resolution followed 
the sudden resignation of GLAAD 
Managing Director Kristy Bullini 
on April 19. 

Bullini told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that she resigned partly be¬ 
cause she wanted to return to 
Oregon and was offered a posi¬ 
tion as field organizer with the 
National Abortion Rights Action 
League in Salem. 

In a brief telephone interview, 
Bullini downplayed statements in 
her resignation letter that bluntly 
stated she did not believe Kiel¬ 
wasser or Haley were capable of 
effectively leading GLAAD/SFBA 
because they lacked “the basic 
communication skills required to 
make social change.” 

Although Bullini characterized 
Kielwasser in her resignation let¬ 
ter as a “brilliant activist with im¬ 
portant lessons for the queer 
community,” she also wrote that 
as long as he and Haley “con¬ 
trolled GLAAD/SFBA, the organi¬ 
zation will continue to flounder.” 

Kielwasser said that Bullini’s 
resignation was a “personnel mat¬ 
ter,” and he was unable to com¬ 
ment on it. He also said he was 
unable to comment on allegations 
that he had attempted to fire 
Bullini after she resigned. 

Bullini reiterated that her res¬ 
ignation was voluntary and ac¬ 
cepted by the board. 

“With regret,” Nelson said. 

Although she said in her resig- 
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nation letter that the local 
agency’s “current financial situa¬ 
tion” also dictated her departure, 
Bullini later told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that any financial issues 
contributing to her resignation 
had been resolved, and were typi¬ 
cal of cash crunches faced by non¬ 
profit agencies. 

The San Francisco chapter of 
the group had a projected annual 
budget of $140,000 and a mailing 
list of about 1,300. 

Nelson said the local chapter’s 
efforts - such as the Hate Radio 
Project, Voyager Project, discrim¬ 
ination hotline, and other projects 
- would continue. ▼ 
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PETA vs. Getty: 
enemies to the marrow?

| ay Area AIDS activist Jeff 
Getty made headlines last 
lUP December when he became 
the first person in the world to re¬ 
ceive a bone marrow transplant 
from another species. It was a 
risky bid to battle the HIV in his 
body, and so far it has paid off. He 
is alive and well, but his fight has 
not ended. 

On April 22 activists from Peo¬ 
ple for the Ethical Treatment of 
Animals (PETA) charged scientif¬ 
ic fraud and called on the Food & 
Drug Administration to ban ba- 
boon-to-human bone marrow 
transplants because of test results 
in a related study, before Getty’s 
operation. The group also at¬ 
tacked the University of Pitts¬ 
burgh, and specifically Dr. 
Suzanne Ildstad, whose research 
work at the school led to Getty’s 
transplant. 

Although it is highly unlikely 
that baboon marrow transplants 
will become the wave of the fu¬ 
ture, PETA members say they are 
alarmed. They claim the experi¬ 
ment was scientifically worthless, 
and used money that could be 
better spent on more viable re¬ 
search. 

‘We’re learning’ 

Project Inform and ACT 
UP/Golden Gate supported 
Getty’s quest for FDA approval of 
the transplant. After PETA re¬ 
leased its press release, ACT UP 
began inundating their offices 
with faxes and phone calls. 


PETA staff member Dan 
Mathews and volunteer Steven 
Simmons, who describes himself 
as a person living with AIDS, 
came to San Francisco last week to 
attend an ACT UP meeting to ex¬ 
plain their viewpoint on the ex-, 
periment. 

“I can tell you that the AIDS 
community is very divided at best 
on this issue,” Simmons told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “There is this 
small segment based here in San 
Francisco that’s really behind it. 
Jeff Getty certainly pushed for it, I 
think some of his close associates 
backed him up; but I don’t believe 
anyone is really thinking that this 
is offering me, or anyone else with 
AIDS, any help. 

“In fact I would go so far as to 
say that it’s actually harming us, 
because it is wasting money and 
taking attention away from the 
kinds of research that might be 
helpful that are being ignored, 
while we’re giving all this public¬ 
ity and all this funding to this 
kind of senseless experimenta¬ 
tion.” 

But PETA’s characterization of 
the transplant as “senseless exper¬ 
imentation” is refuted by Getty, 
who has had HIV since 1980 and 
traces his viral history both before 
and after the procedure. “I’ve had 
a destroyed immune system since 
1989,” he said, “and I’ve got the 
same [t-cell] numbers now that I 


had in 1990, and I’m really happy. 

“My viral load is undetectable, 
it’s very low, and we’re not quite 
sure what happened [because of 
the transplant procedure], but I 
think it’s safe to say that we’re 
learning some things in the 
process that we didn’t know be¬ 
fore. And the actual direction of 
the research might not go, neces¬ 
sarily, towards more baboon bone 
marrow transplants; we might 
learn that chemotherapy might be 
a good thing to do. 

“It was never our intention to 
do large-scale baboon bone mar¬ 
row transplants. It was pure sci¬ 
ence, ask a question, get an an¬ 
swer, try to find out about the 
pathogenesis of AIDS. If we get an 
unaffectable, antigen-producing 


cell to transplant temporarily, 
might it not teach my immune 
system how to fight this virus? 
Might it not help my immune sys¬ 
tem to fight the virus? 

“That’s all we were trying to 
achieve.” 

‘Why PETA is 
getting involved’ 

“It looks like the graft only 
helped on me for a very short 
time,” Getty told the B.A.R. 
“There’s no sign of any baboon 
anything in me now, it’s all gone. 

“Yet I continue to do very well 
- which is course why PETA is 
getting involved.” 

Mathews, director of PETA’s 
campaigns, admits the ongoing 
research into Getty’s progress is 
one of the reasons the group is in¬ 
volved. “If they had admitted fail¬ 
ure and had decided not to waste 
any more time and money,” he 
said, “that would be one thing. 
But now we know that the re¬ 
searcher is going to ask the FDA 
for approval for yet another ex¬ 
periment. That’s when we decid¬ 
ed we should throw our hat in the 
ring. 

“Many of us at PETA are gay,” 
he told the B.A.R. “There are a lot 
of us in the gay community that 
have been affected by the AIDS 
crisis who have watched with a 
very critical eye at the millions 
that have been poured down the 


drain through animals experi¬ 
ments, especially through inter¬ 
species transplants.” 

Getty disagrees vehemently. “I 
study immunology,” he told the 
B.A.R. “It used to be just a hobby, 
now it’s for survival. I don’t risk 
my life needlessly. I studied the re¬ 
search very carefully, and took a 
long time to consider it before I 
volunteered. 

“And like I said several times 
right from the start, I feel that I’m 
sad that that first baboon had to 
be sacrificed, but I’m much sad¬ 
der that I’ve lost 100 of my 
friends. I put my life on the line 
too. I’ve been called a human 
guinea pig, so I’m an animal that’s 
being used in research. How come 
PETA doesn’t come to protect 
me?” 

Also, according to Getty, future 
work in interspecies transplants 
may not involve death to the do¬ 
nating primate. “Originally we 
were hoping we weren’t going to 
have to sacrifice the animal, then 
it became clear for several reasons 
that was going to have to be nec¬ 
essary,” he said. “The next and 
subsequent bone marrow trans¬ 
plants will not involve sacrificing 
the animal. The animal will just 
donate the bone marrow.” 

‘We’re just asking 
for trouble’ 

Simmons also has another 
concern. In continuing with this 
type of research, he said, “We may 
be actually recreating the very sce¬ 
nario by which AIDS originated. 
That’s really the whole history of 
human plagues if you look at it: 
microbes that are pathogenic in 
one species are harmless in an¬ 
other, and when it makes that 
jump - through eating an animal, 
through any of a variety of means 
of transmission - that’s when you 
get a plague in the human species. 

“So what we’re doing is we’re 
deliberately creating that unfortu¬ 
nate circumstance that has hap¬ 
pened in history. We’re just really 
asking for trouble, and it’s very 
alarming.” 

Getty sees it another way. 
“There are a couple of interesting 
things about animal rights ac¬ 
tivism that should be noted here,” 
he told the B.A.R. “Many of the 
cures for diseases that are now 
long gone and out of the way 
came from animal research.” 

“If animal rights activists had 
their way 50 few years ago, we’d be 
sitting around talking about all 
the hundreds of thousands of 
people dying from polio, not 
AIDS.” ▼

one-a-day pill containing 
an experimental vitamin A 
derivative cuts the risk of a 
recurrence of breast cancer by 
more than 50 percent, an Italian 
researcher said April 30. 

Preliminary results of the on¬ 
going trial indicate the drug ben¬ 
efits younger, pre-menopausal 
breast cancer patients, but it either 
does not work or has an unwant¬ 
ed effect on breast cancer protec¬ 
tion among older women. 

Dr. Umberto Veronesi, scien¬ 
tific director of the European In¬ 
stitute of Oncology in Milan, said 
that among 600 women taking the 
Vitamin A derivative “4HPR” 
there have been 12 new cases of 
breast cancer over a five-year pe¬ 
riod; but among 600 women tak¬ 
ing a placebo there have been 26 
cases of breast cancer. 

Veronesi cautioned that those 
figures could change by the time 
the study is completed late next 
year. He said that side effects have 
been minimal, the most impor¬ 
tant being that about ten percent 
of those on the 4HPR suffer from 
reversible night vision problems. 

“It takes these people several 
moments longer to adjust to low 
light situations, such as walking 
into a darkened movie theater,” 
Veronesi told United Press Inter¬ 
national. The only other side ef¬ 
fect of note, Veronesi said, were 
minor skin irritations. 

Veronesi presented his findings 
at the International Congress on 
Breast Diseases in Houston. 

In Veronesi’s study, women 
who had been treated for cancer 
in one breast were given either the 
4HPR or a placebo and were 
asked to take the experimental 
pills every day. Researchers were 
attempting to prevent possible 
cases of cancer in the breast not 
originally affected by the disease. 

When researchers looked at 
the early results of the trial they 
found a marked protective effect 
among younger women, those 
still having menstrual periods. 
But among older, post¬ 
menopausal women there was ei¬ 
ther no effect seen or a possible 
higher incidence of cancer in the 
second breast. 

Dr. Marsha McNeese, head of 
breast radiation oncology and as¬ 


sociate professor of radiotherapy 
at M.D. Anderson, said, “Dr. 
Veronesi’s numbers were quite a 
surprise.” 

She told UPI that if the num¬ 
bers hold up, studies comparing 
4HPR and tamoxifen or other 
drugs might be warranted. 

About 184,300 women are di¬ 
agnosed with breast cancer each

ncreased risks of breast cancer 
in Icelandic men - yes, men - 
5 and yet another risk factor in 
Ashkenazi Jewish women are the 
first links to specific groups of 
people for the so-called second 
breast cancer gene, researchers 
said Monday. 

Researchers discovered the 
gene BRCA2 in December 1995, 
and are now beginning to sort out 
what mutations in the gene may 
mean to the people who have 
them and what cancer patterns in 
families could hint at particular 
genetic tests. 

Four new studies published in 
the journal Nature Genetics sug¬ 
gest single mutations may ac¬ 
count for increased risks of breast 
cancer in certain populations and 
may affect pancreatic and prostate 
cancers as well. 

Researcher Jorunn Eyfjord 
from the Icelandic Cancer Society 
in Reykjavik said the first ques¬ 
tion she gets is whether male 
breast cancer is more common in 
Iceland than in other countries. 

“Certainly not,” she told Unit¬ 
ed Press International. Iceland has 
about the same rates as other 
western countries, where men 
represent about one percent of all 
breast cancer victims. 

However, Eyfjord’s lab found 
that 40 percent of the men who 
had had the rare breast cancer in 
Iceland in the last 40 years shared 


year, and 24 percent of those 
women are pre-menopausal - 
under age 50. About 46,000 
women will die of the disease each 
year. 

Veronesi said 4HPR could be 
administered as a preventative to 
women with a family history of 
breast cancer or those who test 
positive for genetic mutations 


a specific mutation in the BRCA2 
gene. In six families, she has been 
able to trace the flawed gene back 
to a common ancestor who lived 
about 1550. 

The same mutation seems to 
be linked to female breast cancer 
as well as to cancers of the ovary, 
prostate, and pancreas, said 
Eyfjord. 

She said she sees evidence that 
the mutation does not automati¬ 
cally mean that its bearers get a 
disease. 

“We have some who have lived 
to the ripe old age of at least 70” 
without cancer, Eyfjord said. “We 
need more research to be able to 
give sensible counseling to people 
who are scared.” 

Recurring mutation 

Kenneth Offit from Memorial 
Sloan-Kettering Cancer Center in 
New York found one recurring 
mutation for BRCA2, but not in 
men. His lab discovered one ge¬ 
netic flaw that appeared in eight 
percent (six out of 80) of Ashke¬ 
nazi Jewish women who had de¬ 
veloped breast cancer before the 
age of 42. The mutation did not 
show up at all in a control group 
of 93 non-Jewish women with 
breast cancer. 

The data strike a grim echo of 
the first breast cancer gene to be 
discovered, BRCA1. A single mu¬ 
tation in BRCA1 showed up in 
about 20 percent of Ashkenazi 
women with early onset breast 
cancer and in an estimated 0.9 
percent of the Ashkenazi popula- 


which make then susceptible to 
the diseases, as well as to breast 
cancer survivors who are pre¬ 
menopausal. 

However, Veronesi noted, the 
experimental drug should not be 
given to women who are pregnant 
or are planning to become preg¬ 
nant, because the drug can cause 
birth abnormalities. ▼ 


tion. 

Altogether, Ashkenazi Jewish 
women with mutations in either 
BRCA1 or BRCA2 may face an 80 
percent or 90 percent risk of 
breast cancer, the Offitt group es¬ 
timated. 

Mutations in the same genes 
also increase the risk of ovarian 
cancer, Offit said. 

He hopes that genetic tests - 
either cheaper tests for a single 
common mutation or expensive 
tests for a range of mutations - 
will identify women with a high- 
risk gene and inspire them to be 
especially vigilant for signs of 
breast cancer. When caught very 
early, breast cancers have a good 
chance of being cured. 

“Those of us who are cancer 
specialists are increasingly excited 
about the opportunity to attack 
the cancer at early stages,” he said. 

However, Offit warned that 
current genetic tests cannot catch 
everything and cannot pro¬ 
nounce someone free of the risk 
of cancer. “The negative test [re¬ 
sult] is not of great practical 
value,” he said. 

The testing issue could get 
even more complicated if another 
team of researchers is correct and 
a third gene - as yet unidentified 
- causes a significant number of 
breast cancers. 

A study of 49 high-cancer 
families concluded that BRCA2 
did not cause as many breast can¬ 
cers as researchers expected but 
may be involved in pancreatic 
cancers. ▼ 


Breast cancer gene hits 
men, Ashkenazi Jews 
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Biopsy test inadequate for breast cancer

A study of 16 medical facili¬ 
ties around the United 
States has come up with dis¬ 
turbing questions about the effec¬ 
tiveness of a fairly common test 
used to determine whether a 
woman has breast cancer, re¬ 
searchers have reported. 

Fine needle aspiration biopsy, 
a kinder and gentler alternative to 
the traditional invasive surgery to 
determine whether an abnormal¬ 
ity exposed with mammography 
is cancerous, often fails to collect 
enough breast tissue to make any 
diagnosis, the study concluded. 

Core biopsies, which use a 
larger needle and take out a big¬ 
ger tissue sample, are three times 
more common than fine needle 
aspiration biopsies. 

The study of 351 women at 16 
centers showed more than a third 
of the fine needle aspiration biop¬ 
sies failed to provide enough tis¬ 
sue sample for a diagnosis, the re¬ 
searchers from the University of 
North Carolina, Chapel Hill, said 
at the American College of Radi¬ 
ology’s 27th National Conference 
on Breast Cancer in Dallas. 

“The insufficient sample rate 
was even higher for some breast 
abnormalities,” said Dr. Etta 
Pisano, associate professor of ra¬ 
diology, who headed the study. 

Fine needle aspiration biopsies 
use a very small needle to remove 
tissue from the breast area that 
appears abnormal on a mammo¬ 
gram, Pisano said. The needle can 
be inserted into the tissue, guided 
by mammography or by ultra¬ 
sound. 

In contrast, core needle biop¬ 
sies use a larger needle and re¬ 
move more tissue from the breast 
as the needle is guided by the 
same two imaging techniques. 

The study aimed to compare 
the effectiveness of the mammog¬ 
raphy-guided fine needle aspira¬ 


tion biopsy and ultrasound-guid¬ 
ed fine needle aspiration biopsy to 
mammography-guided core nee¬ 
dle biopsy and ultrasound-guided 
core needle biopsy. 

“Because of the insufficient tis¬ 
sue sample rate, fine needle aspi¬ 
ration biopsies have been discon¬ 


tinued in the trial,” Pisano said, 
noting the core needle biopsy test 
was continuing. 

In another test, at Faulkner- 
Sagoff Breast Imaging Center in 
Boston, ultrasound-guided core 
biopsies were found to be more 
effective in diagnosing nodules 


and masses, while mammogra¬ 
phy-guided core biopsies were 
most useful for diagnosing calci¬ 
fications in the breast, which may 
not show up on ultrasound. 

The study of 524 ultrasound 
techniques and 74 mammogra¬ 
phy methods showed both com¬ 


plement each other in diagnosing 
suspicious breast abnormalities, 
said researcher Dr. Miguel Kamat. 

“Ultrasound-guided biopsies 
are quicker and easier to perform 
and should be the technique of 
choice for core biopsy when pos- 
, sible,” Kamat said. ▼ 


Government ' experts' misled us again: 

Doc raps NCI tamoxifen advisory

| leading breast cancer re¬ 
searcher has said a National 
mm Cancer Institute’s 1995 ad¬ 
visory was “utterly absurd, 
wicked, and cruel” for warning 
patients and physicians to halt use 
of the drug tamoxifen after five 
years of treatment. 

The NCI recommended halt¬ 
ing tamoxifen - a drug used ex¬ 
perimentally to prevent breast 
cancer relapse - because research 
indicated there was no apparent 
benefit after five years, and found 
an increased risk of developing 
endometrial cancer. 

But Dr. Michael Baum, profes¬ 
sor of surgery at Royal Marsden 
Hospital at the University of Lon¬ 
don, said the advisory unneces¬ 
sarily scared thousands of women 
off a life-saving drug. He asserted 
the NCI based its recommenda¬ 
tion on insufficient research to 
suggest the drug might increase 
endometrial cancer - a malignant 
growth of the lining of uterus. 

In a presentation at the Inter¬ 
national Congress on Breast Dis¬ 
eases in Houston, Baum called the 
NCI advisory “a subversion of the 
scientific process,” saying it was 
based on one study with small 
numbers of clinical events. 

Baum presented evidence from 


long-term studies that showed a 
benefit in preventing recurrence of 
breast disease in patients who took 
tamoxifen as a preventative agent 
for five years when compared to 
women who the drug for two 
years and then stopped. 

Dr. Victor Vogel, professor of 
medicine and epidemiology at the 
University of Pittsburgh Cancer 
Institute, said that since the NCI 
advisory, recruitment into a huge 
breast cancer prevention trial 
which includes tamoxifen as the 
preventive agent has slowed. 

Vogel, who is directing the trial 
which will eventually include 
more than 14,000 women, told 
United Press International there 
were several reasons for slowing 
the recruitment, including bad 
publicity from unrelated studies, 
but he concurred that the NCI ad¬ 
visory had an impact among 
women. 

He said tamoxifen is widely 
used as a successful therapy for 
the treatment of breast cancer; 
and that many physicians pre¬ 
scribe tamoxifen to their surviv¬ 
ing breast cancer patients as a pro¬ 
phylactic measure. 

“Tamoxifen should not be used 
as a preventive agent outside a 
clinical trial,” Baum said, because 
scientific evidence on how long 
and to whom it should be pre¬ 
scribed is still far from conclusive. 


In addition to Vogel’s study, 
several similar trials are underway 
including one in England. 

Baum, honorary director of the 
Cancer Research Campaign Clini¬ 
cal Trials Centre and chairman of 
the scientific advisory committee, 
decried the use of clinical tests 
which showed the changes in cells 
that might be forerunners of en¬ 
dometrial cancer. 

He referred to such testing as 
“disease mongering. It is not hu¬ 
mane medicine.” 

Baum told UPI that by stop¬ 



ping tamoxifen treatment one 
case of endometrial cancer might 
be prevented, at the risk of five or 
six women developing breast can¬ 
cer - a disease that is far more 
lethal than endometrial cancer, 
which is almost always curable in 
early stages by hysterectomy. ▼

SF gay, lesbian community 
backs Holocaust Memorial 
Museum fundraising

local fundraising campaign 
among gays and lesbians to 
7m benefit the U.S. Holocaust 
Memorial Museum has raised 
more than $250,000 toward the 
goal of $1.5 million, according to 
organizer Mark Leno. 

One million dollars of that 
amount is earmarked for the gen¬ 
eral fund of the museum. It will 
be part of the legacy of 88 gifts of 
$1 million or more - and will be 
commemorated by a recognition 
of the gift “from the Gay and Les¬ 
bian American Family and 
friends” on a wall of the entrance 
along with the 87 other contribu¬ 
tors. 

The remainder of the funds 


raised will go to endow the collec¬ 
tion of lesbian and gay Holocaust 
materials at the museum, Leno 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

According to Leno, Steven 
Speilberg’s Shoah Foundation has 
expressed its intent of making a 
documentary film from the oral 
histories collected by the muse¬ 
um, and then contributing the 
film to the museum so it can be 
used to educate people about the 
reality of the Nazi oppression of 
homosexuals. 

Only an estimated 12 oral his¬ 
tories have been collected from 
the thousands of gay men who 
were incarcerated in the Nazi con¬ 
centration camps because of their 
homosexuality. 

“There are precious few arti¬ 
facts to be found,” Leno said. “The 
collection is mainly of oral histo¬ 
ries collected by Dr. Klaus 
Mueller, a part-time curator of 
the museum who is associated 
with the University of Amster¬ 


dam.” 

The Holocaust Museum dis¬ 
plays the only known pink trian¬ 
gle that gays were forced to wear 
when they were rounded up by 
Nazis under the infamous Para¬ 
graph 13 anti-gay laws. 

“There are others in the per¬ 
manent collection that came out 
of some kind of stash - but they 
were never worn by a human 
being, and the impact of the dif¬ 
ference is chilling,” Leno said. 

In addition to two major do¬ 
nations, the majority of contribu¬ 
tions were raised at a local dinner 
last March. Next, the lesbian and 
gay community will be solicited 
for contributions in a direct mail 
campaign. 

Leno said contributions to 
support the endowment are wel¬ 
come, and can be made by con¬ 
tacting the U.S. Holocaust Memo¬ 
rial Museum at 100 Raoul Wal¬ 
lenberg Place S.W., Washington 
DC 20024.

s Congregation Kol Ami 
celebrated its fourth an¬ 
niversary Saturday, April 27 
at Temple Emanuel in Beverly 
Hills, Rabbi Denise Eger blessed 
gays, straights, Jews, and Gentiles 
who gathered together under “the 
flame of passion and justice.” Also 
that evening, Dr. Mark Katz, at¬ 
torney Roberta Bennett, and po¬ 
litical consultant David Mixner 
received the Shomer Tzedek 
(Guardian of Justice) Award, for 
their “Commitment to Commu¬ 
nity through Spirituality.” 

Board member Ed Gould pre¬ 
sented Katz with his award, and 
spoke of the doctor’s longtime 
dedication and heroic volunteer 
efforts on behalf of people with 
AIDS with Being Alive and LA 
Shanti. He read a letter from Bill 
Clinton, in which the president 
called Katz a “true guardian of 
justice,” and then Katz talked 
about the connection between 
being gay, Jewish, and a doctor, 
and between AIDS and the Nazi 
Holocaust. 

The Jewish tradition, he said - 
choking up as he remembered his 
friends - “allows us to be angry at 
times at God.” He said he aspires 
to be “one small candle to make 
the way a little bit brighter” for 
those darkened by their illness. He 
also read a poem to his lover Bob 
Goodman, thanking him for his 
patience. 

To his dying patients, he said, 
“I only hope and pray that the 
train of suffering leads to a place 
so beautiful that we who are alive 
cannot imagine.” 

Then there was an especially 
poignant moment before Bennett 
and Mixner were honored for 
their leadership and commitment 
to raising over a million and a half 
dollars for the Lesbian and Gay 
Campaign for the U.S. Holocaust 
Memorial Museum. Hungarian- 
born American George Corey, 
who endured Auschwitz and 
Birkenau and was liberated from

II, appeared on the stage. 

The 320 audience members 
stood en masse to honor the old, 
thin, but feisty Corey, who later 
told people, “I am not a hero. I’m 
a lucky man. 

“The heroes are dead.”

Next, board member Mason 
Sommers spoke of Bennett and 
Mixner’s long histories of fighting 
on behalf of gays and lesbians, 
and read another letter from Clin¬ 
ton in which the President re¬ 
called the 1993 dedication of the 
Holocaust Museum and said “this 
museum is not for the dead 
alone.” 

“On behalf of a grateful na¬ 
tion,” the President thanked the 
two for their “hard work.” 

Bennett said that being part of 
the museum project, to bring to 
light the “hidden victims” of the 
Holocaust, has been “one of the 
most rewarding things in my ac¬ 
tivist role in our community.” She 
thanked Mixner - who got her in¬ 
volved in the project - plus Rabbi

Eger and her family for their sup¬ 
port. 

Mixner said that in his 20 years 
of activism there was no greater 
honor than this, and told Corey 
that he was a hero. “By your pres¬ 
ence,” he said, “you honor each 
and every one of us by your story.” 

Mixner astounded many in the 
audience by telling of how after al¬ 
lied troops “arrived at the camps and 
swung open the doors to freedom” 
in 1945, they re-arrested gay and les¬ 
bian prisoners and put them back in 
prison for two to four more years be¬ 
cause “their crime [homosexuality] 
was judged by the allies as a legiti¬ 
mate crime.” 

Until recently their story had 
not been told. “They had no voice, 
no texture,” and as far as the world 
was concerned, “no lives,” Mixner 
said. “They have no Quilt, no Wall 
anywhere. 

“Most of us can’t mention a 
name. But we can give them a 
voice. Silence will kill no longer.” 

The museum, he said, is com¬ 
mitted to ensuring that their sto¬ 
ries be told. 

At evening’s end everyone 
danced together. T

A-- * hen the history of the 
AIDS epidemic is writ- 
§ W ten, 1996 will probably 
be known as “the end of the nuke 
monopoly” The first antiviral 
drugs developed, the nucleoside 
analogs or “nukes,” are notorious 
for causing complications such as 
bone-marrow suppression or pe¬ 
ripheral neuropathy. While the 
protease inhibitors and non-nu¬ 
cleoside reverse transcriptase in¬ 
hibitors (NNRTIs) seem to avoid 
these specific problems, they 
bring about a new problem, large¬ 
ly avoided by the nucleoside 
analogs: drug interactions. 

This very significant issue has 
been largely concealed by many 
drug companies and ignored by 
mainstream AIDS organizations 
whose mission it is to inform peo¬ 
ple with AIDS. Pharmaceutical 
firms hide behind the complexity 
of the issue and many people’s 
unfamiliarity with government 
regulations. Only by increasing 
community awareness and under¬ 
standing can physicians and pa¬ 
tients have the tools necessary to 
address these important issues. 

The problem 

People with HIV disease fre¬ 
quently experience opportunistic 
infections, depression, or other 
conditions that require multiple 
medications. When the drugs that 
patients take for long periods, 
such as antivirals, interfere with 
the treatment of other health 
problems, physicians and patients 
are left with difficult choices. For 
example, the New York-based Na¬ 
tional AIDS Treatment Advocacy 
Project (NATAP) publication Pro¬ 
tease Inhibitors states, “In some 
cases, it may be more important

to stabilize an individual on their 
HIV-antiviral therapy as a priori¬ 
ty to other medications, such as 
anti-depressants.” 

This raises a difficult question: 
is it better for a patient to take 
anti-viral drugs in the hope of liv¬ 
ing a few months longer, even if it 
means spending much of that 
time struggling with depression? 
This is a question that people with 
AIDS must answer for themselves. 

According to Abbott, which 
manufactures the protease 
inhibitor ritonavir 
(Norvir), ritonavir 
has 23 known “signif¬ 
icant” and many more 
“moderate” or “poten¬ 
tial” drug interactions. In 
some cases, these interac¬ 
tions impair the abili¬ 
ty of physicians to ap¬ 
propriately treat pa¬ 
tients. For example, 

Flagyl (metronidazole) 
is the drug of choice for some 
bacterial and parasitic infections. 
However, according to NATAP, 
“Ritonavir contains alcohol, 
which can produce reactions 
when co-administered with ... 
metronidazole.” Ritonavir also in¬ 
terferes with the metabolism of 
other anti-parasitic drugs that 
might serve as “second line” treat¬ 
ments. This leaves patients with a 
choice: continue taking ritonavir 
and hope the infection goes away 
on its own, take them both and 
“hope for the best” or temporari¬ 
ly discontinue the ritonavir know¬ 
ing that this may lead to the emer¬ 
gence of viral strains resistant to 
both ritonavir and Crixivan (indi¬ 
navir, the Merck protease) and 
possibly saquinavir (Invirase®, the 
Hoffman-LaRoche protease). 

Why do interactions 
happen? 

Drug interactions occur when 
one drug interferes with the ab¬ 
sorption, distribution, metabo¬ 
lism or excretion of another. 
When two drugs are metabolized 
by the same enzyme, interactions 
such as inhibition or induction 
can occur. Probably the most im¬ 
portant pathway for drug metab¬ 
olism is the family of enzymes 
known as cytochrome P-450. Ini¬ 
tially thought to be one enzyme, 
scientists have found approxi¬ 
mately 70 different closely related 
enzymes, called isoenzymes or 
isozymes. Each isozyme is known 
by a designation such as “CYP 
3A4” or “CYP 2E1.” CYP 3A4 is 
responsible for the metabolism of, 
or is directly affected by, many 
anti-depressants, some antibiotics 
such as rifampin, rifabutin, and 
erythromycin, all three protease 
inhibitors, and the NNRTIs nevi¬ 
rapine and delavirdine, as well as 
grapefruit juice. 

Inhibition occurs when one 
drug prevents another from being 
metabolized by an enzyme. This 
can occur when two (or more) 
drugs compete for the same site 
on the enzyme or when one drug 
affects the enzyme so as to make it 
unable to bind to the other drugs. 
As a result, the affected drug is 
metabolized more slowly, leading 
to increased, and possibly unsafe, 
amounts of drug in the body. 

Induction, the opposite of in¬ 
hibition, occurs when a substance 
causes the body to increase the 
production of an enzyme. With 
more enzyme present, drugs me¬ 
tabolized by that enzyme will be 
metabolized faster, leading to 
lower drug levels. Because 
metabolites (what’s left over after 
a drug is initially metabolized) 
can behave very differently than 
the parent drug, induction can 



also lead to toxicity when metabo¬ 
lites accumulate faster than the 
body is able to remove them. 

How to find out about 
drug interactions 

When prescribing a drug 
known to cause enzyme inhibi¬ 
tion or induction, physicians 
must carefully monitor for possi¬ 
ble interactions with other drugs. 
The Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion (FDA) mandates that known 
or suspected drug interactions 
be included in a drug’s la- 
►> beling, which can be 
* found in the package 
insert (which most 
pharmacies give out 
upon request) and the 
Physician’s Drug Refer¬ 
ence (PDR). 

Even so, pharma¬ 
cists and physicians 
are often unaware of 
these interactions. For 
example, the FDA-approved la¬ 
beling for the anti-depressant Ser- 
zone (nefazodone) states, “Cau¬ 
tion is indicated in the combined 
use of nefazodone with any drugs 
known to be metabolized by the 
3A4 isozyme.” 

According to Merck’s labeling 
for Crixivan, “In vitro studies in¬ 
dicate that cytochrome P-450 3A4 
(CYP 3A4) is the major enzyme 
responsible for [six of seven] 
metabolites.” Clearly, the potential 
for problems and need for caution 
exists when mixing Crixivan and 
Serzone - but Stadtlanders, the 
pharmacy with the monopoly on 
Crixivan, stated that they were 
“not aware” any problems with 
taking Serzone with any other 
drugs, even though Serzone’s la¬ 
beling warns of potentially fatal 
interactions with two popular an¬ 
tihistamines, Seldane (terfena- 
dine) and Hismanal (astemizole). 

Drug companies, the 
truth, and the FDA 

While the FDA mandates that 
drug interaction information be 
provided for approved drugs, ex¬ 
panded access programs are an¬ 
other matter. Until a drug’s label¬ 
ing is approved, drug companies 
are not required to release inter¬ 
actions to the public. Unfortu¬ 
nately, most drug companies 
choose to interpret “not required” 
as “we don’t have to, so we’ll find 
reasons why we can’t.” 

With the notable exception of 
Abbott, most drug companies 
have tried to withhold drug inter¬ 
action data during expanded ac¬ 
cess, stating that unspecified 
“FDA regulations” prevent them 
from making patients and activist 
groups aware of known drug in¬ 
teractions. For example, the man¬ 
ufacturers of the NNRTIs delavir¬ 
dine (Pharmacia & Upjohn) and 
nevirapine (Boehringer Ingel- 
heim) have used this excuse in 
their dealings with ACT 
UP/Golden Gate. While it is true 
that FDA restricts the advertising 
of unapproved drugs under (21 
CFR 312.7(a)), the regulation also 
states, “This provision is not in¬ 
tended to restrict the full ex¬ 
change of information concern¬ 
ing the drug, including dissemi¬ 
nation of scientific findings in sci¬ 
entific or lay media.” In other 
words, their excuses are little 
more than a smokescreen. 

In order to protect patients, 
drug companies should be re¬ 
quired to conduct in vitro and an¬ 
imal studies of drug interactions 
as well as provide patients and 
providers with detailed and up- 
to-date information regarding the

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Come and molest me

I t’s probably not a good idea to 
read the advertisements in the 
newspaper. For the most part, I 
succeed in avoiding them. I par¬ 
ticularly hate the double full-page 
ads in the first section of a paper - 
a section I still unconsciously as¬ 
sociate with “news.” Our local 
dailies’ tendency to push in dou¬ 
ble-page ads for department 
stores as early as page 2 really 
sends me. But it is the New York 
Times which finally caught my at¬ 
tention, with its full-page ads of 
anorexic models. 

As a person with extreme 
wasting syndrome, I have become 
a little sensitive to public portray¬ 
als of starving models as visions of 
beauty. I mean, I’m as skinny or 
skinnier than any of those mod¬ 
els, yet I don’t see Calvin Klein re¬ 
cruiting my butt. 

There is often some public 
outcry when an advertiser has 
gone “too far.” In New York an ad 
was pulled - voluntarily - off a 
bus because it was seen as pro¬ 
moting child sexuality (the model 
was very young). In San Francis¬ 
co there was a recent billboard 
with a model so eviscerated that 
she really looked like a victim of 
starvation. I don’t think there was 
any action taken on that one, but 
it’s one that certainly deserved it. 

Which of course brings up the 
issue of who regulates these things 
and how. Any attempt to outright 
suppress them runs right into the 
First Amendment, and the adver¬ 
tisers know this. The one edge 


around this, denouncing them as 
pornographic, is risky. After all, 
what’s pornographic about a 
woman wearing a dress? 

So the ads continue. I began 
noticing them in the New York 
Times, which pretty much 
only uses full page ads 
for clothing plugs. I 
turned the page on 
the latest Bosnia fig¬ 
ures (lightened with a 
casualty count from 
Burundi) and found 
myself looking 
at a coyly smil¬ 
ing young 
model wearing 
not much (but what there was was 
stylish). 

The whole image just threw 
me off. Her attitude was perplex¬ 
ing, kind of a “come and molest 
me” mode. Who was she intend¬ 
ed to advertise to? The men who 
would be buying the stuff, or the 
women who would be wearing it? 

Pure profit 

The main drawback that I 
could see was that hardly any of 
the women I know and see every 
day are anywhere near that build. 
Most women would look bulky 
and, I assume, ugly attempting to 
squeeze into that outfit (a light, 
springtime affair). Wouldn’t a 
healthy woman of normal weight 
feel embarrassed by such an ad? 
Apparently they instead feel guilty 
about being so “heavy.” 

I know of only one woman 
who could fit into their outfits 
without major effort, my friend 
Jill. Jill, however, doesn’t do dress¬ 



es. She wore one once - for a job 
interview - and even then she 
ended up ripping her stockings. 
So if it’s Jill they’re marketing to, 
they’ve got a long way to go. 

Be that as it may, they are ad¬ 
vertising fairly heav¬ 
ily, and any edition 
of the Times is like¬ 
ly to have several 
full-page ads fea¬ 
turing a very 
young, very thin 
woman modeling very 
expensive 
clothes. In all of 
them, the 
woman has a 
slightly startled look, an inviting 
expression. She’s usually in a 
rather provocative pose, staring at 
the camera. 

Eventually these ads began to 
make me a little queasy, so I 
stopped looking at them. This, of 
course, is the proper approach to 
material you want to avoid. I don’t 
believe in censorship, and as I 
pointed out above, this stuff ain’t 
easy to censor. But I can’t help but 
wonder: does this sort of advertis¬ 
ing really sell anything? 

I can only conclude that it 
does, and what’s more sells 
enough to quell any dissent. They 
wouldn’t keep paying those full- 
page ad fees - several in each issue 
- without getting some substan¬ 
tial return. Unless, of course, you 
believe that the black helicopter 
people who promote World Gov¬ 
ernment are publishing them to 
undermine our morals. But fail¬ 
ing such an oddball explanation, 
we are left to assume that these 


ads are motivated by pure profit. 

This oddity has been noted be¬ 
fore. When the pedophiliac ads 
were causing public outcry in 
New York, a few people suggested 
that the proper control was a boy¬ 
cott, that people should just refuse 
to buy the product to show what 
they thought of the advertising. 
That suggestion never got very far, 
because it was obvious that, a few 
noisy protesters aside, most peo¬ 
ple liked or didn’t care about the 
ad. Ultimately that company got 
the most publicity out of the 
whole thing by agreeing to with¬ 
draw the ad, but it was clear that 
they could have fought off any at¬ 
tempt to forcibly suppress it. 

Wasted models 

Obviously, nothing of the sort 
is likely to get started in the gay 
and lesbian community anytime 
soon. Lesbians, when the main¬ 
stream can see them at all, which 
is rare, are seen as hutches. And 
gay modeling styles have changed 
since AIDS. Whereas once you 
might see willowy young things 
prancing about, now you’ll see 
only well-developed hunks. This 


is a combo of a reaction of fear 
against pedophilia and a drive to¬ 
ward “healthy” gays. 

There is some gay modeling, 
even an HIVer agency. But of 
course they want the healthy 
HIVers, the ones who could “pass” 
if they had to. No anorexic mod¬ 
els, please! 

There is no call, alas, for wast¬ 
ed models. Maybe we need a 
manager, someone who could go 
to New York and tell them, “Hey, 
you want ’em starved looking? We 
got ’em!” Except, now that I think 
about it, they only want starved- 
looking women. 

The only marketing gig I can 
think of for PWAs is one where we 
demonstrate a range of clothes in 
different sizes. It would take a 
couple of months, depending on 
how you were going: it could be a 
Human Growth Hormone start¬ 
up or MAC waste-down. The 
point, of course, would be to mar¬ 
ket stuff to the growing crowd of 
weight wanderers who can’t count 
on fitting into their jeans of more 
than a couple of months ago.

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For gay funding, look to Horizons

une and August deadlines 

; have been set for 1996 grant 
applications to Horizons 
Foundation, the nation’s oldest 
and largest lesbian and gay 
grant-making community foun¬ 
dation, according to Horizons 
Executive Director Doug Braley. 

Grant maximums have also 
increased from $2,000 to $5,000 
this year, Braley said, because of 
increased community support 
and successful fundraising effort 
by the foundation. 

Horizons provides cash grants 
and technical support for lesbian 
and gay youth and adults to non¬ 
profit agencies in the nine coun¬ 
ty Bay Area. 

Since 1981, Horizons Foun¬ 
dations has given more than 
$600,000 to 250 organizations 
and projects, and provided first 
foundation funding for many 
Bay Area community-based ser¬ 
vice groups, including the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation and 
Lavender Youth Recreation and 
Information Center. 

Braley said the foundation re¬ 
cently received a $5,000 gift from 
the Chevron Lesbian and Gay 
Service Association, which will 
also help Horizons to launch its 
annual spring campaign. 

The Chevron gift is the first 
from a lesbian and gay employ¬ 
ee’s association, and Braley hopes 
it won’t be the last. 

He said the gift was especial¬ 
ly important because it recog¬ 
nized that while AIDS charities 
may be a priority, the lesbian 


and gay community has diverse 
needs. 

“Hopefully, the contribution 
will be a model for other 
groups,” Braley said. 

Grant applications for sup¬ 
port from non-profit groups 
must be submitted on a Hori¬ 
zons Foundation application 
form and received no later than 
June 1. 

Requests for Horizons sup¬ 
port can be for seed funding to 
get a project off the ground, for 
general support or special pro¬ 
jects, expenses, costs of fundrais¬ 
ing, or for underwriting equip¬ 
ment needs. 

Additional grants 

Braley pointed out that the 
foundation also sponsors two 
other important grants programs 
with approaching deadlines. 

Children of gay and lesbian 
parents in the Bay Area are eli¬ 
gible for post-secondary schol¬ 
arship support from the Joseph 
Towner Fund administered by 
Horizons. Applications for 
Towner Fund assistance must be 


postmarked by June 15, Braley 
said. 

In addition, the Foundation 
administers Bay Area Career 
Women’s “A Fund of Our 
Own,” for organizations or pro¬ 
jects that specifically serve les¬ 
bians. Applications for assis¬ 
tance from the BACW fund 
must be postmarked by no later 
than August 1. 

Braley said that single contri¬ 
butions from individuals remain 
the primary way of raising sup¬ 
port for the Foundation’s grant¬ 
making programs. 

“That’s why we need everyone 
in the community to commit to 
making a gift in the 1996 cam¬ 
paign,” he said. ▼

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OrchidMania keeps AIDS funds in flower

g|% ome 10,000 orchid plants 
>> v will be displayed for sale 
and for a good cause this 
Mother’s Day weekend (May 11- 
12) at San Francisco’s Japan Cen¬ 
ter, located at Post and Buchanan 
streets. The occasion is the 7th an¬ 
nual OrchidMania, “The World’s 
Largest Orchid Garage Sale,” put 
on by an all-volunteer group of 
Northern California amateur or¬ 
chid growers. 

Grassroots AIDS organizations 
receiving funds from this year’s 
OrchidMania include the AIDS 
Prevention Action Network, 
which provides “street outreach” 
prevention services along the 


rare plants at OrchidMania, 
priced from $3 to $300. Most of 
the plants available at the event 
are donated by more than 50 
commercial orchid nurseries, in 
the United States, Europe, South 
America, Asia, and the Pacific. 
Personal collections from note¬ 
worthy San Franciscans and do¬ 
nations from amateur orchid 
growers are also featured. 

OrchidMania has always set 
aside a portion of its annual 
grants for AIDS organizations in 
Asia and Latin America. “About 
40 percent of our plant donations 
come from Asia, so we set aside 
some of the money that we get for 
Asia,” OrchidMania President 
Douglas Thompson told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 


Thompson has been president of 
OrchidMania since its birth seven 
years ago, when he figured out 
“how not to kill” the plants. 


Mendocino County coast-, Camp 
Sunburst, which operates free 
summer camps for children with 
AIDS and their families; Fraterni¬ 
ty for AIDS Cessation in Thailand 
(FACT), which operates preven¬ 
tion and counseling programs in 
the heart of Bangkok’s sex indus¬ 
try; and the General AIDS Foun¬ 
dation, which provides various 
hospice care services in Contra 
Costa County, California. The 
Mendocino County AIDS Volun¬ 
teer Network, tke Oscar Romero 
AIDS Project, and the Seattle 
Treatment Education Project 
(STEP) will also benefit from the 
weekend’s floral engagement. 

Beginners and collectors can 
find interesting and sometimes 


“As bad as things are here, they 
are much worse there,” he said of 
Thailand. “Their government 
does not care, and prevention 
programs are left to very, very 
poor grassroots AIDS workers 
and to equally poor local Bud¬ 
dhist temples,” he explained. 

“In addition to funding grass¬ 
roots AIDS organizations in Thai¬ 
land, we are working to establish 
our own AIDS Prevention pro¬ 
gram in Saigon, because there is 
virtually nothing there - Vietnam 
being the second-poorest country 
in the world.” 

Thompson has been the Presi¬ 
dent of OrchidMania since its 
birth seven years ago, when he says 
he figured out “how not to kill” all 


the orchids he was growing. 

“Suddenly I had too many of 
them. I was volunteering for the 
AIDS Emergency Fund and I 
thought it would be fun to have a 
plant sale.” 

He then asked several orchid 
nurseries to donate plants, and 
was amazed at the results. “Even 
though no one in the world knew 
me, these boxes of plants just 
started to arrive.” The first sale, 
which was held on Hickory Alley 
in Hayes Valley, raised over 
$9,000. 

Now the group has more than 
40 volunteers - “practically a full¬ 
time greenhouse staff” - and con¬ 
tinues to grow. “We have sister or¬ 
ganizations that are forming in 
Southern California, Florida, and 
Melbourne, Australia,” Thompson 
said. While the new groups will be 
autonomous, they will use the Or¬ 
chidMania name and concept, 
and collectively support the orga¬ 
nization’s projects in Asia. ▼

ers at risk, along guidelines laid 
down earlier by the Centers for 
Disease Control. That could lead 
to early therapeutic intervention, 
which can greatly reduce the risk 
of transmitting the HIV virus 
from mother to child. 

The “stick” to this carrot was 
provided through language from 
the House. States must show that 
they have reduced perinatal trans¬ 
mission by 50 percent, or that 95 
percent of pregnant women who 
make at least two prenatal visits to 
physicians must seek HIV testing. 
If these goals are not met by the 
year 2000, then the state must 
begin mandatory testing of new¬ 
borns or risk losing Ryan White 
money. 

Earnest Hopkins, lobbyist with 
the National Association of Peo¬ 
ple With AIDS (NAPWA), said, “I 
have to really commend Senator 
Kassebaum and [Tennessee GOP] 


Senator [Bill] Frist for holding the 
line under some significant pres¬ 
sure to capitulate to [Oklahoma 
GOP] Representative [Tom] 
Coburn on this. 

“And begrudging appreciation 
to Representative Coburn that he 
actually listened to reason.” 

The AIDS Action Council’s 
Aimee Berenson called the debate 
“bitter and frightening, and said 
it created “a political climate of 
fear and coercion.” She worries 
that “state legislatures will imple¬ 
ment mandatory testing programs 
in order to protect themselves 
against the possible loss of vital 
Ryan White CARE Act dollars.” 

Winnie Stachelberg of the 
Human Rights Campaign (HRC) 
said, “Mandatory testing is the 
wrong response to the problem. 
Instead of attracting women and 
children to seek healthcare, 
mandatory testing drives them 
away.” 

Distribution of funds 

The other major issue finally 


resolved was a tinkering with the 
formula for distributing Ryan 
White money. This had been less 
public, in large part because it in¬ 
volved a fight among friends. 
Areas hit early by the epidemic 
could potentially lose under a new 
formula while smaller cities and 
rural areas stood to gain. 

But the budget passed the pre¬ 
vious week smoothed the way by 
adding more total dollars for 
Ryan White programs. It thus be¬ 
came easier to agree to a formula 
that held individual Title I cities 
at no less than current funding 
levels for this year and limited po¬ 


tential decreases to a single per¬ 
cent each of the next four years. 

“The addition of comorbidity 
factors [in the formula] will cer¬ 
tainly assist the Title I cities in 
their supplemental applications,” 
Hopkins said. “They should see 
little harm.” Underfunded juris¬ 
diction will get the bulk of in¬ 
creased appropriations. 

Alexander Robinson, AIDS 
lobbyist with the American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU) and co- 
chair of the coalition National Or¬ 
ganizations Responding to AIDS, 
was “pleased” they were able to 
eliminate the “no promo homo” 


amendment offered by North 
Carolina Republican Senator Jesse 
Helms that would have denied 
funding to gay organizations. 

His co-chair, Stachelberg, 
called the Helms amendment “a 
vindictive, discriminatory mea¬ 
sure, considering that a large 
number of organizations provid¬ 
ing care to people with HIV and 
AIDS are based in the gay and les¬ 
bian community.” 

Robinson said the conference 
agreement “speaks to the level of 
sympathy and understanding 
people have about the need for 
these dollars.” ▼

Jim Jarmusch’s 
Dead Man 


A s dire and wry as Hamlet, Jim Jarmusch’s Dead Man rein¬ 
vents the Western, the hero and the chase. Shot in black- 
and-white with an easy intimacy that equates the last/in 
de siecle with our own, the film is one long goodbye to 
the myth of progress that has so poisoned the White Man’s soul. 

Johnny Depp is meticulous and melting as the doe-eyed 
dandy William Blake, an accountant from Cleveland seeking his 
fortune in the Wild West. He has never looked so beautiful — 
rarely has a male star offered himself to the camera’s gaze with 
such abandon. His beaver hat, Louise Brooks hair, wire rims and 
tight-fitting checked suit should cause a fashion stampede. 

The film opens with a hypnotic train ride, during which the 
passengers become predominantly, then exclusively male, and 
more and more visibly armed. At one point, everybody pokes 
their Winchesters out the windows and slaughters some re¬ 
maining buffalo. This is just the first of several explicitly revi¬ 
sionist points scored. 

Each of these discrete vignettes fades to black, marking the 
stages of the train ride. Jarmusch maintains this device through¬ 
out, placing black frames around his narrative fragments. Like 
the opening and closing of an eye or an aperture, these fade-outs 
contribute both rhythmically and visually to the film’s unique 
feel. Another distinctive element is a solo score by Neil Young, 
who “composed” by improvising to a rough cut. 

Blake’s destination, a frontier town called Machine, is a vision 
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Johnny Depp in Dead Man.

Be 
warned and check this out before 
it closes and moves on to New 
York or Los Angeles, which is a 
distinct possibility. 

Ribbons and bullshit 

Several thousand homos and a 
few fellow travelers paid $12 a pop 
to get into the third annual Gay 
Expo last week at the New York col¬ 
iseum. Our Manhattan Opera¬ 
tive got into the showcase of gay 
and gay-friendly businesses just in 
time to hear guest artist Michael 
Feinstein perform a few numbers. 
What’s on the horizon for gay con¬ 
sumers? Lots of rainbow-festooned 
dreck and red-ribbon derivatives, if 
this event was any indication.

NBC. 

The faculty and students of 
East High have been at the center 
of national attention .since March 
19, when the local school board 
voted 4-3 in favor of banning all 
noncurricular clubs from the dis¬ 
trict. The vote effectively dissolved 
the targeted gay and lesbian stu¬ 
dent group. Worse repercussions 
will be felt next year, however, 
when peer leadership, youth, and 
environmental groups will be 
phased out. 

Dismayed by these events, 
Curtis organized the benefit, the 
proceeds of which will be used to 
promote awareness of the attack 
on East High’s gay and lesbian 
student group. 

Local hero 

Visual AID has made a gift to 
the White House of a full-color 
18” x 24” print by gay San Fran¬ 
cisco artist Frank Pietronigro in 
honor of Lesbian and Gay Pride 
Month. Titled Equality and Jus¬ 
tice for All, the print reflects a 
cross-section of lesbian and gay 
couples in America in tandem 
with affirmative statements 
about queer love. The folks at Vi¬ 
sual AID received a personal note 
of thanks for the gift from 
Hillary Rodham Clinton her¬ 
self, who wrote, “Thank you for 
the picture. Your encouragement 
and support are especially mean¬ 
ingful to me.” No comment from 
Bill, of course. ▼

Rupert Kinnard injured 


N oted gay car¬ 
toonist Ru¬ 
pert Kinnard 
was seriously in¬ 
jured in an auto¬ 
mobile accident on 
Easter, April 7, out¬ 
side Memphis. The 
creator of the 
Cathartic Comics 
comic strip, the first 
to feature queer 
African-American 
characters, is cur¬ 
rently paralyzed 
from the waist 
down and undergoing extensive physical rehabilitation at Provi¬ 
dence Hospital in Portland, Ore., where he lives with his partner, 
Scott Stapley. 

Kinnard (a.k.a. Professor I.B. Gittendowne) is familiar to many 
in the Bay Area because of his strip, which depicts the antics of the 
naive Brown Bomber and the all-knowing Diva Touche FlamM, 
and ran at various times in Coming Up! (now the Bay Times), the 
San Francisco Sentinel and SF Weekly. He was also the art director 
at Coming Up!, the Sentinel (1986-1988), SF Weekly (1989-1992), 
OUT/LOOK and the Oakland Tribune. He also wrote for the B.A.R. 
and was profiled in its pages. A Cathartic Comics collection, B.B and 
the Diva, was published by Alyson in 1992, and Kinnard’s work was 
often anthologized in the Meatmen series of gay comics. He was 
working at Just Out in Portland prior to his accident. 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano has agreed to having his office be 
used as a collection point for funds from friends and fans who 
would like to help defray the tremendous costs of both Kinnard’s 
hospital bills and customizing his home to accommodate a wheel¬ 
chair.

of White Man’s hell — a com¬ 
pendium of capitalist vices. 
Robert Mitchum lends his 
droopy-eyed baritone to the 
town’s tyrant, John Dickinson, 
who refuses Blake a promised job 
at rifle point. John Hurt is deli¬ 
cious in a cameo as the scabrous 
head clerk. 

The night he arrives, Blake 
takes a bullet to the chest and kills 
his assailant. High-tailing it out of 
town, he becomes the target of a 
trio of killers hired by Dickinson 
to deliver him dead or alive. Thus 
begins the most leisurely chase 
and the most drawn-out death 
scene in the history of cinema. 

His opened chakra/wound 
proving only incrementally fatal, 
Blake spends the next hour and a 
half not so much running for his 
life as learning how to die before 
he gets killed. His guide is No¬ 
body (Gary Farmer), a Native 
American who leads him through 
terrain both physical and spiritu¬ 
al, all the way to the heavenly 
shores of the Pacific Northwest, 
where Nobody’s people still prac¬ 
tice the old ways. 


Farmer (the triumphant 
“dumb Injun” from Powwow 
Highway) has cornered the cellu¬ 
loid market — never huge — on 
alternative, activist Native Ameri¬ 
cans. The big man fills out his 
buckskin and looks fabulous in a 
headful of feathers. Subverting 
stereotype, he dissolves the 


Red/White divide and demystifies 
the holistic approach to existence. 

Farmer’s compassionate, jocu¬ 
lar authority fills out the negative 
space created by Depp’s receptive 
languor. As a White Man surren¬ 
dering to higher consciousness, 
Depp haunts the film; as a Red 
Man conversant with the ways of 
life and death, Farmer carries it. 

The three bounty hunters con¬ 
stitute a story in themselves — a 
Shakespearean subplot, supplying 
gruesome counterpoint to the 
high moral alchemy of the leads. 
Three distinct and comic charac¬ 
ters, they kill each other off not so 
much from greed as from a pro¬ 
found contempt for life. 

Quoting the mystic poet 
William Blake (whom his latter- 
day namesake has never heard 
of), Nobody tells our hero that he 
will write his poetry with a gun. 
The prophecy comes true — 
every White man they meet on 
the road gets killed, a fair number 
by Blake — and is eerily applica¬ 
ble to our present-day cult of vio¬ 
lence. 

Queer components include a 
pair of clone lawmen — same 
hats, same ankle-length coats, 
same bald heads, same mustach¬ 
es. Only in the treatment of their 
corpses are they eventually distin¬ 
guished. 

Elsewhere on the road, Blake 
and Nobody encounter a camp¬ 
site featuring two men and a 
woman — who turns out to be 
Iggy Pop in Ma Kettle drag. Total¬ 
ly off their rockers, the three use 
the Bible as the source text for 
their homicidal and homosexual 
fantasies — until they’re slaugh¬ 
tered. 

Impressively unpretentious, 
very cool, hip and funny, seem¬ 
ingly endlessly resonant, the film 
does have a downside. Depicting 
the post-Native American West as 
a prison colony surrounded by a 
wasteland ruled by trigger-happy 
White savages, Dead Man is quin- 
tessentially a man’s picture. 

For all his sublimated homo¬ 
eroticism, Jarmusch is just the lat¬ 
est in a long line of male artists for 
whom Woman exists only as a 
means to establish a guy’s hetero¬ 
sexuality. Blake and Nobody get 
one sex scene apiece. Their female 
partners — the only women in 
the film — are a plot device and a 
gag, respectively. 

Too bad the combined forces 
of misogyny and homophobia re¬ 
quire male buddies to treat 
women like chattel before they 
can bond. Too bad a woman 
couldn’t make a similarly manless 
film treating the mysteries of life 
and death and have it be taken as 
seriously as this film deserves to 
be. ▼

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Sexy, Eurotrashy good time 

Rupert Everett fights the dead and impotency

f hat’s a graveyard watch¬ 
man to do when the dead 
just won’t stay dead? 
That’s the problem Rupert 
Everett faces as the title character 
of Cemetery Man, directed by 
Michele Soavi. As befits a feature 
by a former assistant to Italian 
horrormeister Dario Argento, the 
film is a kooky, sexy, Eurotrashy 
good time. 

The madness of King George 
must have seemed like a mere tri¬ 
fle to Everett after he read Gianni 
Romoli’s script. The actor, look¬ 
ing buffed and trim, plays the 
supposedly impotent Francesco 
Dellamorte, who tends the Buf- 
falora cemetery with his assistant 
Gnaghi (Francois Hadji-Lazaro), 
a very goofy guy who’s a cross be¬ 
tween Edie the Egg Lady, Quasi¬ 
modo and Uncle Fester. 

The dead in Cemetery Man 
only arise within seven days of 
burial. At first, Gnaghi and Del¬ 
lamorte have a fine system for 
putting “returners” back in their 
places — they shoot them in the 
head, rebury them and graveyard 
normalcy resumes. A multiple-fa¬ 
tality highway accident and mass 
murders complicate matters just 
as the two guys have become dis¬ 
tracted by romances with 
women. Gnaghi’s is particularly 
interesting: it’s with the head of 
the recently deceased daughter of 
the town’s mayor. 

Gnaghi enshrines Valentina 
inside his broken television, re¬ 
mote controlling her with a small 
mirrored-ball-like contraption. 
Here and elsewhere the film dips 
into sociologically and psycho¬ 
logically dicey realms. Is this 
merely a funny scene or is Soavi 
slyly reinforcing male domina¬ 
tion fantasies? If it’s the latter, he’s 
so consistently and glibly charm¬ 
ing that only the humorless and 
film students desperate for a the¬ 
sis topic will fret over his “mes¬ 
sage.” 

He's got a great ossuary 

Earlier in the film, a beautiful 
widow (one of three roles played 
by Italian model Anna Falchi) 
visits the grave of her husband. 
She and Everett get off on the 
wrong foot when he replies 
“Thank goodness” after she says 
the husband has been dead two 
weeks. But Rupe scores a few days 
later with one of the cinema’s 
great pick-up lines when he in¬ 
vites her to see his ossuary. 

“You’ve got a great ossuary,” 
she marvels as she wades through 
ankle-deep water in the cobweb- 
infested bone repository. Before 
you know it, Dellamorte is no 
longer impotent, though for the 
local townsfolk he maintains the 
charade. 

The jolly Cemetery Man has 
several things going for it. Soavi’s 
wacky use of the camera includes 
a tracking shot from the inside of 
a flying decapitated head, framed 
by its gigantic teeth as they hurtle 
toward a victim’s neck. Lest any 
cine-intellectuals start reading 
too much into the photography, 
some of which is quite proficient, 
Soavi tosses in some wonderfully 
tacky dime store visual effects, the 
best being optically printed danc¬ 
ing blue flames that “just want to 
watch” Everett and Falchi make 
love on her husband’s grave. 
They’re “igneous fatuous,” he tells 
her just before all hell — literally

—- breaks loose. 

The film’s story line and dia¬ 
logue are also a hoot. Soavi wise¬ 
ly directs Everett, Falchi and 
Hadji-Lazaro not to overplay 
their roles — or at least to tone 
things down. They let the script 


do much of the work; fortunate¬ 
ly it’s up to the task until Romoli 
starts repeating himself near the 
end. Despite this, it’s worth in¬ 
dulging him and Soavi a little 
longer, for which you’ll be re¬ 
warded with a conclusion that 


absolutely shrieks for a queer in¬ 
terpretation. ▼

writer Kitty Kittell and songwriter 
Annie Toone to create Hillbillies, 
which offers a wide range of col¬ 
orful, comic roles for women. 
“We’re starting to see a lot of real 
girl drag queens as well as drag 
kings, and it’s nice to promote 
that in theater,” says Crow. “That’s 
why I wanted to create a drag 
queen role and have it be played 
by a woman. I also wanted 
women to play different kinds of 
male roles, which there are in this 
show.” 

In the play, directed by David 
Hawkins, Crow and Toone play 
brothers Deke and Zeke Rivers, a

(Marilyn Fowler), the malevolent 
Queen of the Moon. Allura has 
brought Dr. McCoy to her all¬ 
male planet to help fix an “inte- 
rociter,” a gizmo she plans to use 
to destroy planet Earth. 

The services Allura demands 
from corn-fed Lothario Deke are 
more intimate in nature. Allura 
decides that Deke will be her part¬ 
ner in an annual mating ritual 
called the Festival of the Great 
Lights. Unfortunately for Deke, 
the Moon People have evolved 
from insects — the praying man¬ 
tis to be exact — and everybody 
knows what a female praying 


mantis does after sex with her 
mate. 

The balance of the show has 
the trio racing to save Earth and 
Deke’s head, although they take 
time out for a lively musical num¬ 
ber now and then. While the mix 
of music, hayseed humor and 
plotlines gleaned from ’50s sci¬ 
ence-fiction flicks makes for a 
unique musical theater experi¬ 
ence, it’s the drag king casting that 
makes Hillbillies such a singular 
experience. 


Star Trek-obsessed 

As with the best Kids in The 
Hall sketches, drag is used here to 
skew already absurd situations so 
that they seem even stranger and 
funnier. This is especially true of 


It’s a tribute to the writers of 
this show that Hillbillies, even 
without the casting gimmick, 
works as a sci-fi parody.

all is the country ditty, “Moon¬ 
shine, Mama and Memories,” a 
wistful little number worthy of 
Loretta Lynn. 

It’s true we’ve seen all-female 
musicals before. There have even 
been musicals where a female cast 
plays male roles ( The Club, for 
one). But Hillbillies on the Moon 
may be the first drag king musical 
to loudly and proudly, bill itself as 
such. 

“I hope we’re the first,” says 
Crow. “I hope we’re doing some¬ 
thing groundbreaking, but most¬

all-important virginity, and for¬ 
giving the miscreant as we lay 
dying. If you missed out on mar¬ 
tyrdom, the next best thing was 
the religious vocation. Of course, 
women could not — and still 
can’t — become priests, so our 
best vocation was necessarily less 
than what the boys could achieve. 
The result was an atmosphere in 
which we learned that our best 
was far from adequate.

of our very existence as an affront 
to “man” kind. Add to that the 
cultural difficulties involved in 
growing up female in the patri¬ 
archy, and you have a life destined 
for new heights in self-efface¬ 
ment, self-denial and self- 
loathing. Add lesbian to the mix 
and, well, you can guess the rest. 

Born Guilty is a comedic battle 
against self-imposed limitations. 
In it, Pfandler’s inner voices be¬ 
come onstage characters that 
range from The Thug, whose 
daily affirmation is “You’re fat, 
you’re dumb, you’re ugly,” to 


vented her from moving to the 
next level of success. Plagued by 
insomnia and a deeply personal 
involvement with her new best 
friends, “Ben & Jerry,” Pfandler 
decided it was time to confront 
the cause of the insomnia, her 
self-destructive demons. 

Colluding with thugs 

“Women’s self-hatred is a ter¬ 
rifically powerful tool of the great 
white father,” she explains. “As the 
Thug character says in the play, ‘If 
men can get the broads to beat 
themselves up, it’s easier and 
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cheaper for us. And I want to 
thank youse girls for doing such a 
great job on yourselves.’” 

Pfandler contends that women 
have to acknowledge that we have 
colluded with the patriarchs, that 
we are “in cahoots with our own 
oppression. I’m not talking about 
blaming the victim,” she insists, 
“but about working toward self-ac¬ 
tualization. This is about empower¬ 
ment. The fact is that men couldn’t 
run the world, and women, without 
our cooperation. We have to quit 
doing our part to help men.” 

But Born Guilty is theater, not 
self-indulgence. “I include a lot of 
humor in the piece, because 
humor is a great way to teach and 
entertain. I look to push edges. 
When I go to the theater I look to 
be transformed.” Pfandler wants 
her audience to be transformed as 
well. "I wrote the play for 
women,” she declares. “If men 
come, fine, but I wrote it for 
women. I’ve had women come to 
me after and tell me that it was 
their life they saw on stage, which 
is great, because this play is more 
than my own personal story. 
Audre Lorde called this kind of 
writing mytho-biography. The 
power of one’s own story res¬ 
onates for those who hear it. Have 
you noticed,” she asks, “that when 
men tell their stories, it’s theater; 
when women tell their stories, it’s 
therapy. Born Guilty is definitely 
theater, with lots of music and au¬ 
dience participation. 

“I keep thinking,” Pfandler 
continues, “about what would 
happen if women empowered 
themselves, if we took the energy 
we use beating ourselves up and 
used it to change the world.” 

With this play, and her work at 
Women’s Theatre Company of 
Sonoma County, Pfandler clearly 
intends to challenge the rule of 
men over women and the role 
that women play in their own 
subjugation. And, I suspect, to 
show her audience an entertain¬ 
ing time as well. T

Cibo Matto returns 

A rtistic pretension and 
overwrought production 
have given “concept al¬ 
bums” a bad rep. In fact, most 
bands today won’t touch the 
term with a 10-foot pole—even 
if what they’ve released is, in¬ 
deed, a concept album! Take 
Viva! La Woman, for instance, 
the debut release from Cibo 
Matto. These two young Japan¬ 
ese women from New York’s 
Lower East Side have fashioned 
an entire album around a singu¬ 
lar concept: food. While Yuka 
Honda plays and programs her 
sampler to spit out a variety of 
genre-hopping sounds, Miho 
Hatori sings—in fractured English—about beef jerky, chicken, and 
artichokes, among other things. From the dreamy trip-hop of 
“White Pepper Ice Cream” to the frantic riot-grrrl-like rantings of 
“Birthday Cake” to a deep groove cover of Sammy Davis Jr.’s “The 
Candy Man,” Cibo Matto tries on different musical styles as if they 
were trying on clothes—or perhaps, more appropriately, as if they 
were sampling dishes at a buffet. _ Adrian Roberts

through the auditorium, and his 
stamina in the falsetto register is 
amazing, his important low notes 
(the tones a contralto Orfeo nails) 
were often inaudible. (This opens 
a can of worms about what type 
of voice to use today for an opera 
that was written in 1762 for a cas- 
trato; suffice to say that any choice 
is a compromise.) The striking 
Hanchard is a mezzo trying 
valiantly to express Euridice’s so¬ 
prano anguish through aural fog 
and a strained upper register. 

After hearing two perfor¬ 
mances of Orfeo, and recalling my 
reaction to the music of L’Allegro 
and Dido, the question has to be: 
How does a choreographer/direc¬ 
tor so celebrated for his “musical- 
ity” put up with such unmusical 
performances? Here are some 
conceivable explanations: 

• Morris is an opera lover — he 
is frequently at the War Memori¬ 
al during the S.E Opera season — 
but perhaps he is the kind of 
opera lover who doesn’t really 
care about accurate playing or 
beautiful singing. Consider the re¬ 
views of Orfeo — from its pre¬ 
miere in Iowa City to Boston, Or¬ 
ange County and now Berkeley. 
They have been divided between 
dance critics who loved it all, and 
music critics who, whatever they 
thought of the staging (and some, 
like me, loved it), were universal 
in their condemnation of the gen¬ 
eral music-making. In other 
words, everybody can see, but ap¬ 
parently dance critics — and 
maybe choreographers? — can’t 
hear. 

• It is conceivable that Morris, 
despite his expertise in matters 
musical, is really in awe of profes- 
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’m such a Mark Morris fan I 

went to Costa Mesa two weeks 
1 ago, at my own expense, to see 
the California premiere of his new 
collaborative dancc-opera, 
Gluck’s Orfeo ed Euridice. Yes, I 
braved the terrors of John 
Wayne’s Orange County because 
I couldn’t wait until Orfeo hit UC 
Berkeley’s Zellerbach Hall last 
week. 

Of course, I saw it there again, 
and I’m glad I did. Morris’ pro¬ 
duction of Orfeo, which subtly 
blends dance and opera, is mar¬ 
velous to look at, fluid, physically 
ravishing, emotionally stirring. 
The billowing set design by Adri- 
anne Lobel and the haute couture 
costumes of Martin Pakledinaz 
are to die for — especially if you 
adore those Greek-chic Holly¬ 
wood musicals of the ’30s. (Mor¬ 
ris suggests that his inspiration 
was the water nymph ballet that 
Balanchine made for Vera Zorina 
in The Goldwyn Follies.) 

Morris the stage director, the 
musical choreographer, the sensi¬ 
tive humanist carries the day in 
this Orfeo. What doesn’t work, at 
least not as well as the stage pic¬ 
tures, is the music-making. Mor¬ 
ris, of course, is not responsible 
for conducting Boston’s Handel & 
Haydn Society period orchestra. 
It’s not his fault that they don’t al¬ 
ways play in tune, attack and re¬ 
lease together or achieve more 


than a malnourished tone. Or that 
their music director, Christopher 
Hogwood, favors coldly inexpres¬ 
sive phrasing and clipped 
rhythms that are less “authentical¬ 
ly” Baroque than musicological 
Hogwash. 

The H & H Society apparently 
raised the $1.5 million this tour¬ 
ing show cost, so perhaps the col¬ 
laboration was an expedient one 
for Morris. Yet the choreograph¬ 
er’s acknowledged masterpiece, 
VAllegro, il Penseroso ed il Moder- 
ato, which played Zellerbach in 
1994, also suffered from anemic 
accompaniment by the Bay Area’s 
own Philharmonia Baroque, 
while the singers stationed in the 
pit offered ugly tone production 
and opaque diction — fatal in a 
dance based on delicate word 
painting. Similarly, Dido and Ae¬ 
neas, which we saw last year, had 
a musical performance so under¬ 
whelming that I couldn’t help 
feeling Morris’ incendiary chore¬ 
ography would have made almost 
the same effect without the 
music. 

Morris’ musicality is beyond 
question. In Orfeo it is not just a 
matter of his exquisitely integrat¬ 
ing the 16 members of the Mark 
Morris Dance Group with three 
singers in costume and a 24- 
member chorus in modern dress. 
It is also the way he stages the 
purely operatic scenes. In the last 
act, Orfeo must not look at his 
wife or tell her why he can’t look 
as he leads her out of Hades. In

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most performances, their long 
duet is reduced to static bickering. 
Morris has Orfeo (male alto 
Michael Chance) and Euridice

agony that keeps the lengthy duet 
physically afloat. It is obvious that 
these opera singers trusted the 
choreographer to make them into 
“dancers.” And he hasn’t betrayed 
them.

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Low-power Previn 

Andre Previn doesn't live up to the hype

fter spending two lackluster 
weeks at Davies Symphony 
Hall in the company of 
guest conductor Andre Previn, 
the return next week of meat- 
and-potatoes Conductor Laureate 
Herbert Blomstedt is beginning to 
sound downright exciting. 

As a conductor, composer, pi¬ 
anist (both jazz and classical) and 
Hollywood film industry veteran, 
Previn has had a long and varied 
career (in addition to a fascinat¬ 
ing personal life, which has in¬ 
cluded marriages to Dory Previn 
and Mia Farrow). For that reason 
it’s puzzling that the famous 
leader of such august musical or¬ 
ganizations as the Royal Philhar¬ 
monic, London Symphony and 
Los Angeles Philharmonic should 
have appeared so spent and unin¬ 
volved in his recent engagement 
with the SF Symphony. On the 
basis of the two performances I 
heard, he doesn’t even appear to 
be conducting so much as indi¬ 
cating entries to his colleagues. 

That would be enough, one 
supposes, if interpretation were 
more clearly fleshed out, or if he 
had established a better rapport 
with the musicians. But this was 
not the case. As it stands now, 
Previn seemed very much the aging 
repetiteur. If that seems a harsh 
judgment, it is offered by one who 
has followed this conductor’s ca¬ 
reer for many years and is therefore 
qualified to make a critical assess¬ 
ment, bitter though it may be. 

The chosen repertoire could 
have gone either way. Few guest 
artists would choose an evening of 
Mozart and Haydn (they were 
trundled out two weeks ago), un¬ 
less there were something new 
and exciting to reveal in this well- 
traversed territory. This was not 
the case with Previn. His beefy 
Haydn has already been berated 
on disc, and his Mozart is truly 
pedestrian. At least the musicians 
are gifted sight-readers and man¬ 
aged to put across the music with 
some distinction. 

The Inside Music talk held one 
hour before the performance two 
weeks ago marked the temporary 
return of program annotator 
Michael Steinberg. Happy as we 
are to see Mr. Steinberg at Davies 
Hall, a pre-concert lecture should 
not be the high point of a sym¬ 
phony concert. 

Last week’s performance was 
marginally more satisfying, due 
mainly to a more adventurous bill 
of fare and an appealing, if slight¬ 
ly flawed, soloist. Soprano Ashley 
Putnam is an attractive and ac¬ 
complished performer, known for 
Straussian portrayals. Owing to 
her previous outing in this terri¬ 
tory with Previn (Capriccio with 
the Pittsburgh Symphony), it 
seemed logical that they might re¬ 
peat their earlier success. To a 
large extent, they did. Putnam dis¬ 
plays intelligence and poise on¬ 
stage, but she lacks profound in¬ 
volvement. That would matter 
less in a concert setting if the or¬ 
chestral accompaniment had ren¬ 
dered the necessary emotional 
underpinning. The orchestra per¬ 
formed well, yet seemed slightly 
detached for Richard Strauss. 
Some would argue that the 
“Moonlight Music” and Final 
Scene from Capriccio are less 
overtly dramatic and “over the 
top” than most Strauss and re¬ 
quire restraint to bring off, yet the 


overall effect was not so measured 
as simply too careful. This is 
music meant to soar, but, alas, last 
week it remained earthbound. 

Putnam fared better in the first 
half of the program with a clearly 
enunciated and impassioned 
Scene and Rondo for Soprano and 
Piano Obbligato and Orchestra by 


stage as I did last week afforded an 
opportunity to hear concertmas- 
ter Raymond Kobler’s imperfect 
tuning, and though the rest of the 
orchestra seemed game, one 
missed Ravel’s wonderful sense of 
textural transparency. Only the 
occasional solo entry enchanted. 

Ralph Vaughn Williams’ mag- 


He doesn't appear to be 
conducting so much as merely 
indicating entries to musicians. 


Mozart, “Ch’io mi scordi di te?” 

Ravel’s lovely Le Tombeau de 
Couperin, which opened the con¬ 
cert, is a perfect example of every¬ 
thing that is masterful about this 
composer’s special gift for orches¬ 
tration. So it was truly disappoint¬ 
ing to hear a performance so un¬ 
derrehearsed and poorly phrased. 
Furthermore, sitting as close to the 


nificent Fantasia on a Theme by 
Thomas Tallis came off better with 
an augmented string orchestra, 
seated to the specifications of the 
composer. The effect of this gor¬ 
geous score is, or at least should 
be, curiously moving. In Previn’s 
hands (he has recorded it to con¬ 
siderable acclaim) it was the sin¬ 
gle highlight of his visit here. ▼

who knew all the Mozart operas 
by heart. He would sit in his aisle 
seat, eyes half closed, nodding 
happily through the most dread¬ 
ful SF Opera productions of 


Mozart’s operas. This critic was 
not hearing the performance on 
stage at all, but an idealized one 
that ran like a tape loop in his 
brain. 

Is this what happens with 
Mark Morris? He has said that he 
became a dancer and choreogra¬ 
pher because of music. In opera, 
he says, “My preference is to know 
a lot.” By this, however, he means 
what is in the score, on the print¬ 
ed page and in the composer’s 
heart, not what the rest of us 
plebes are suffering through in an 
overheated auditorium. Morris’ 
musical idealism, if that is what it 
is, leaves most listeners stuck with 
the imperfections of live perfor¬ 
mance while he enjoys celestial 
tropes in his inner ear. 

It also means that if we are to 
go on this exhilarating journey 
with him — for it appears in¬ 
evitable that Morris will continue 
to direct opera — we must stop 
fussing about miscast sopranos, 
no supertitles arid out-of-tune or¬ 
chestras. I can hear him saying, 
impatiently, “Get over it, Mary.” ▼

t the beginning of Craig 
Lucas’ Missing Persons, 
If% Addie Pencke (Joy Carlin), 
distinguished college professor 
and critical writer, awakens on 
Thanksgiving morning at her 
typewriter to a shower of papers 
being dropped by a naked young 
man standing at the top of the 
stairs. 

The man is Steve (Dylan Kuss- 
man), a bagger from the local su¬ 
permarket brought home the 
night before by Joan (Zachary 
Barton). Steve has a problem with 
sleepwalking. Joan is Addie’s for¬ 
mer daughter-in-law, recently di¬ 
vorced from Addie’s son, Hat 
(James Newcomb). Joan is unem¬ 
ployed and has nowhere else to go. 

Next, in typical Lucas fashion, 
something strange happens as 
persons who only exist in Addie’s 
mind suddenly begin appearing, 
Hat at age 8 (Eli Marienthal), and 
then Tucker (James Carpenter), 
Addie’s husband who walked out 
on them years before. These 
ghosts are part of Addie’s troubled 
mind, aspects of the past she 
struggles to be free of everyday. 
She is tired of these unwanted 
companions and is working to rid 
herself of them. 

If Lucas had been content to 
make Addie’s dilemma alone the 
thrust of his drama, the play

would soar. But Missing Persons is 
weighed down considerably by 
Hat’s own existential angst. Hat is 
Haunted by the memory of Joan 
breaking up with him. In Penny 
Metropulos’ slick production, she 
pops out of the refrigerator and 
up through the floorboards to 
torture him. Hat lays the blame 
for his agony wherever and on 
whomever he can; it’s as if Lucas 
doesn’t want the character to take 
responsibility for himself, which, 
in a play that focuses on a woman 
who takes responsibility for her¬ 
self, seems disingenuous. 


Nevertheless, Metropulos’ pro¬ 
duction is smart and lively. Carlin 
is terrific as Adele, and she is sup¬ 
ported by a fine cast that includes 
Marceline Hugot as a widowed 
neighbor who has designs on Hat. 
Kent Dorsey’s sets and lighting are 
distinguished, and Anna R. Oliv¬ 
er’s costumes tell a story all their 
own. ▼

Memphis-born Shepherd is at 
her strongest in the bluesy pop 
numbers because she can maneu¬ 
ver her voice to wherever it’s most 
comfortable without destroying 
the songs. Where one note might 
need to be sustained, Shepherd 
offers three to fudge her way 
through a phrase; the woman 
can’t swing, but she can growl, 
slide and croon. 

Accompanist Robert Martin 
pushes all the computer buttons 
to provide synthesized horn sec¬ 
tions, pre-recorded percussion 
tracks, live piano accompaniment 
and the occasional sax solo.

ooking back on my 15 
years as a judge at Interna- 
, tional Mr. Leather and as 
Judge Emeritus the last few years 
and considering all the winners 
and all the judges and all the 500 
or more leathermen who have 
competed from around the 
world, it is with ambivalence but 
lots of hope that I’ll make the trek 
to Chicago again this year to once 
again witness the world’s biggest 
leather gathering - and the selec¬ 
tion of yet another International 
Mr. Leather. 

It’s great in Chicago every 
Memorial Day weekend (Moth¬ 
er’s Day weekend in the early 
years). You know that I would be 
there as a spectator even if I was¬ 
n’t judging or covering the event 
for the B.A.R. or Drummer Mag¬ 
azine. 

There are some who, at one 
time or another, have relegated 
this annual ritual to the ranks of a 
mere beauty pageant. There are a 
lot of leather people who go to 
Chicago but don’t even bother to 
attend the contest. Let’s face it: 
when a particularly attractive 
leatherman dons the sash as the 
winner and only uses the title 
for his own personal ambi¬ 
tions (sex, money, notori¬ 
ety, adulation and ego), 
observers are quick to 
bring up the beauty 
pageant aspect of IML 
and/or any other leather 
title contest. Fortunate¬ 
ly for us, more often 
than not, even the 
“beautiful ones” have 
done us proud. 

The premise of all these con¬ 
tests is ostensibly (the key word 
here) that the winner becomes a 
“spokesperson” for all of us, 
though not necessarily staging 
fundraisers. The winner is oblig¬ 
ed to travel to all the other major 
leather events, support fundrais¬ 
ing drives, judge contests that will 
lead to someone succeeding 
him/her in the finals at IML, 
Drummer, IMsL., etc. Should the 
occasion arise, he will speak for

all of us, sometimes on national 
TV, at leatherfests and other 
events. With all this going on, the 
major leather title holder has lit¬ 
tle time to organize his/her own 
fundraising projects. The winner 
becomes besieged with requests 
for personal appearances at vari¬ 
ous events all over the country 
and even overseas. 

The main draw at all these 
events - big and small - is the 
current title holder being there 
in person. After all, we all like 
to meet and greet the 
main male or female 
honcho; that’s what sells 
tickets. So how much 
time does that leave the 
title holder to produce 
his/her own event(s)? 
Precious little. 

For example, one 
recent IML winner 
wanted to produce a safe sex 
video for the deaf. His feeling was 
that there was not enough educa¬ 
tional/safety material out there 
for deaf people. Certainly, this 
IML had a great and admirable 
project there. 

However, the demands of his 
title kept him traveling 45 out of 
the 52 weekends of his title year. 
Result? The video never got pro¬ 
duced. The IML was exhausted, 
somewhat disappointed with the 
treatment he got in the waning 
weeks of his title year, and 
“dropped out” until only recently. 

It should be understood that 
any major title holder has to be a 
superman or woman to get any 
viable project off the ground dur¬ 
ing his title year. 

That out of the way, the disap¬ 
pointment I’m currently feeling is 
that our sashed ones are obliged 
to be spokespersons for us - that’s 
right, you and me and all our 
brothers and sisters in the tribe. 
However, in all the years of 
leather title contests, no winner 
was ever faced with responding to 
challenges from those who would 
rather not have us around. Until 
1995. 

In 1995, the greatest opportu¬ 
nity for our major title holders to 
be ‘spokespersons” for us - i.e., to 
defend our lifestyle, to uphold 
those qualities our tribe allegedly 
stands for, to debate, write and 
defend our rights as leather/SM 
people - went unfulfilled. To this 
day, that challenge goes unan¬ 
swered. No protest. No letters. 
Nothing. Nada. Zilch. 

Sadly, when the leather com¬ 
munity was attacked nationwide, 
there was not a peep of protest or 


response from leather title hold¬ 
ers, not an article or editorial in 
any major leather publication. 
Not a peep from the National 
Leather Association, which osten¬ 
sibly (there’s that word again!) is 
our movement’s main organ. 

Did you know about the at¬ 
tack? I did. In the Oct. 19, 1995 
B.A.R., under the headline, “Ene¬ 
mies in Our Own Back Yard,” I re¬ 
ported that David Greer, national 
director of public affairs for the 


Former Mr. Mid-Atlantic Leather 
and currently Mr. Saliva (a 
tarnished Dave Rhodes title), 
Frank Nowicki of Washington, 
D.C., has been named the master 
of ceremonies at IML in Chicago 
later this month. He'll no doubt 
do a fine job! 

Log Cabin Club, in a Sept. 27 in¬ 
terview compared “drag and 
leather with the KKK, suggesting 
that both are extremist behavior 
which show contempt for main¬ 
stream society.” The gauntlet had 
been thrown. It still lies there, and 
nobody in our tribe or the drag 
community has challenged this 
outburst. 

Two weekends ago, when I at¬ 
tended the Mr. Leather Los Ange¬ 
les contest, International Mr. 
Leather 1988 “Iron” Mike Pereyra 
was the emcee. I reported that he 
vehemently decried the political 
aspects of leather title holders. He 
stated to the judges and the audi¬ 
ence more than one time (driving 
it home) that leather contests 
are/were too political and further: 
“Give me a winner that makes my 
dick hard ’cuz that’s really what 
it’s all about, isn’t it?” Is that what 
it’s all about?

Modernismo 

A private collection of modern 
Mexican paintings including 
masterworks by Diego Rivera 
and Frida Kahlo is currently packing 
them in at the San Francisco Museum 
of Modern Art. The Gelman Collec¬ 
tion includes art never shown publicly 
in the U.S., spans Rivera’s career from 
Cubism to figuration, and especially 
delights with a generous sampling of 
Kahlo’s self-portraits. 

Frida Kahlo, Diego Rivera, and 
Mexican Modernism from the Jacques 
and Natasha Gelman is a good intro¬ 
duction to the foment of creativity 
known as the Mexican Renaissance, 
with work from Jose Clemente Oroz¬ 
co, David Alfaro Siqueiros, Rufino 
Tamayo, and others. 

The audience grabbers are the fa¬ 
miliar, beloved Kahlo and Rivera 
paintings. Rivera’s Retrata (Portrait]de 
la senora Natasha Gelman transforms 
his benefactor’s figure sensually into a 
calla lily. Kahlo’s paintings have been 
endlessly reproduced, but seeing them 
up close reveals just what a master she 
was with oils. Her Autorretrato con 
monos endows the monkeys who sur¬ 
round her with almost human person¬ 
ality and very expressive counte¬ 
nances. The monkeys were in fact her 
pets, and their relationship with their 
mistress looks to be truly intimate. 

Rivera, Orozco and Siqueiros were 
champions of the Muralist Movement 
following the Mexican Revolution, 
and a concurrent exhibition, Diego 
Rivera: Mural Studies for San Francisco 
and Mexico City, documents Rivera’s 
Bay Area projects among others. The 
mural show is connected not only with 
the Gelman Collection, but also with 
the museum’s presentation of Tina 
Modotti’s photographs: Modotti not 
only documented Rivera’s murals, she 
modeled for them as well.

The Smiths: All Men Have Se¬ 
crets edited by Tom Gallagher, 
Michael Campbell and Murdo 
Gillies; Virgin Books, $9.95 

etween 1983 and 1987, the 
y British pop group The 
lb 9 Smiths garnered both criti¬ 
cal acclaim and legions of devot¬ 
ed fans. Their words and music 
skewered sacred cows — mas¬ 
culinity, carnivores, heterosexual 
romance, the Royal Family — 
culminating in 1987’s “Panic,” a 
British Top Ten smash that in¬ 
dicted the music business. A 
group that loathed rock yet 
played guitars, craved popularity 
yet disdained conformity, The 
Smiths were an inherently con¬ 
tradictory phenomenon. All Men 
Have Secrets, a collection of anec¬ 
dotes associated with Smiths 
songs written by Smiths fans, 
continues this tradition: despite 
its subject, this book provides 
more insight into how pop music 
functions than The Smiths them¬ 
selves. 

Unlike Judy and Fred Ver- 
morel’s similar 1985 book Star- 
lust: The Secret Fantasies of Fans, 
which focuses on the disturbing 
sexual and obsessive aspects of 
fandom, All Men Have Secrets 
emphasizes the average pop 
music listening experience. To 
many of the contributors here, 
The Smiths provide the sound¬ 
track for happy memories such as 
holidays, football matches, or ro¬ 
mantic encounters. For example,

Jenny Parkin 
writes about a 
typical wedding 
reception for 
two clerks that 
ironically cul¬ 
minates in a 
drunken dance 
floor twirl to 
“Girlfriend in 
a Coma.” In 
contexts such 
as this, The 
Smiths are 
virtually in¬ 
terchange¬ 
able with any 
other suc¬ 
cessful pop 
group. 

But to 
some fans, 
including 
gay ones, 

The Smiths 
are larger 
than life it¬ 
self. These fans identify 
closely with the band’s point of 
view. As Eduardo Cuervo writes 
about “Heaven Knows I’m Miser¬ 
able Now”: “That song reflected 
what I felt.” (These fans quote 
lyrics as if they were their own, 
tailor their likes and dislikes to 
match the group’s, and even 
make major life decisions regard¬ 
ing education and employment 
based on messages conveyed by 
The Smiths’ songs and image.) 

There is also a fair amount of 
bad writing. Some of the contrib¬ 
utors’ unintentionally funny at¬ 
tempts to ape the prose of Oscar 
Wilde, frontman Morrissey’s 
hero, read like miserable soap op¬ 
eras penned by a bizarre Charles 
Dickens/Mother Goose love 
child. Howard Tinker, for exam¬ 
ple, describes an ordinary night¬ 
club close encounter as “A Top of 
the Pops hell. A tawdry, tacky twi¬ 
light world where Boys-In-Suits 
meet Girls-In-Perms. Here, 
’neath the flashing strobes, did I 
first fall in love.” 

Jennifer Boardman, however, 


straddles the gap between passive 
consumption and delirious ob¬ 
session. One day, when she was 
eight years old and playing in a 
cemetery, she discovered a dirty, 
wobbly cassette tape. She played 
it. The song, repeated twice on 
both sides, transfixed her. “That 
single instance,” Boardman 
writes, “remains my most 
thrilling sexual experience.” After 
four months of practically non¬ 
stop replay, her “treasured dis¬ 
covery” broke, and Boardman, 
having no idea of the song’s title 
or who performed it, had to con¬ 
tent herself “with playing and re¬ 
playing it in my head where it was 
firmly lodged.” Five years later, 
she heard the song again and 
learned that it was The Smiths’ 
“How Soon Is Now?” Using her 
own language, writing from her 
own perspective, Boardman elo¬ 
quently gets to the heart of All 
Men Have Secrets — pop music’s 
ability to magically awaken and 
transform listeners. ▼ 


Believable Lies

jj s a well-written mystery novel 

better than sex? On some 
1 days, I think, maybe. Today, 
having just finished Jean Taylor’s 
second Maggie Garrett novel, The 
Last of Her Lies, I can state with 
absolute assurance that the an¬ 
swer is yes. 

Maggie Garrett is that rarity 
among dyke dicks these days, an 
absolutely credible investigator. 
But Maggie is more than that, she 
is a completely believable human 
being. Taylor is extraordinarily 
skillful at creating characters that 
live fully on the page and in the 
memory. She’s no slouch at the 
plot thing, either. 

Maggie is hired by Howard 
and Sylvia Ericson to look for 
Kelly Henry. It seems that Kelly 
was a patient of Moira Ericson, 
Howard’s daughter. Kelly has dis¬ 
appeared, leaving behind a jour¬ 
nal in which she relates a sordid 
tale of sexual abuse by her thera¬ 
pist, Moira. The Ericsons want 
Kelly found and Moira cleared, 
but almost immediately, it be¬ 


comes clear that there are agendas 
hidden under agendas. Secrets 
abound, and the liar of the title 
expands to include nearly every 
character. The mystery in its lay¬ 
ers and convolutions is plotted 
with skill and fairness to the read¬ 
er. Taylor never cheats with 
phony misdirection. The secrets 
are there to be discovered, if one 
reads with enough care and sensi¬ 
tivity. 

But Lies is more than a well- 
crafted mystery. Taylor creates 
characters who have real prob¬ 
lems and real lives, and their ways 
of coping are entertaining and 
thought-provoking. A subplot 
concerning Maggie’s best friend’s 
efforts to fix Maggie up with 
every available lesbian in San 
Francisco is very funny, but at the 
same time we understand both 
Maggie’s annoyance and Jessie’s 
hopes for Maggie’s romantic fu¬ 
ture. In addition to all this, Taylor 
writes great cats, always a plus in 
my book. If you missed Taylor’s 
first mystery, We Know Where You 
Live, do yourself a favor and pick 
that one up when you buy Lies. 
That way, you’ll have lots to read 
while we wait for Taylor’s next 
novel. Note to Jean Taylor: write 
faster, please. ▼
